EYES SEE NO LIGHT AHEAD. 


FIREMAN LEARNS OF THE DEATH 
IN NICK OF TIME. 


One Hundred Passengers on the Cars 
Behind Had No Idea of Their 
Narrow Escape From 
Wreck and Death, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, March 10.—Bumping and 
swaying over a puzzle of switches and 
curves, the Freeport express train on the 
Illinois Central Railroad sped on toward 
the Hawthorne station last night with 
the pulseless hand of Engineer Joseph E. 
Hoffman grasping the throttle. 

“Signal clear!’ gang out the fireman, 
Henry Murphy. ‘See the folks on time to- 
night, old man,’’ added the fireman. There 
was no answer. 

“There's a red light!” shouted Murphy. 
No answer, and the epeed increased. 

Murphy sprang in front of the fire box 
and saw that Hoffman's hand had dropped 
from the lever. The red light was only 
1000 yards ahead. 

Murphy shut off steam and in a second 
the sand and the sudden jerk of the re- 
versing lever was bringing the heavy train 
to a standstill in time to save a hundred 
persons slumbering in the heavy sleepers 
behind from being crashed into a _ long 
freight train curling out of a side track. 

Hoffman was dead. 

Into the little station at Hawthorne the 
body of Hoffnmyan was carried, and the news 
fished over iibwire to the master of trans- 
portation. Another engineer Was secured 
and the express again sped on its way, 
the passengers lost in dreams and not 
aware of the narrow escape and the prompt 
action of Murpny the fireman.

Through 
the ice the light filtered dimly, giving the 
place a shadowy unreality. It was in- 
tensely cold and I returned to the surface 
for my fur clothing. 

“After lowering myself into the cavern 
again I tied the twine to the end of the rope, 
lighted my torch and followed the course of 
the opening, which seemed to lead lke a 
long hallway directly toward the heart of 
the mountain. The cavern became higher 
the farther I went, and about 160 yards 
from my start ing place the roof seemed to 
be at least 75 feet above me. Here I found 
myself in a room from which galleries like 
the one I bad entered stretched away in 
every direction. In width the galleries 
varied from 10 to & feet, and at thelr in- 
tersectlons great transparent columns ex- 
tended to the roof.

LONDON, March 10.—Ceci] Rhodes !s a 
greater source of anxiety to Sir Arthur 
Milner and the Imperial Govrenment at 
the present moment than the active opera- 
tions of the war. He is suspected of medi- 
tating a coup by casting his lot with the 
Cape Dutch against annexation of the Boer 


Republics. 

Rhodes’ life ambition is centered in the 
development of Rhodesia, which will be 
impossible unless Cape Colony is progres- 
give. If the republics are annexed the dis- 
affection in Cape Colony will become chron- 
ic and prosperity will be checked, If, on 
the other hand, he pronounced against it, 
annexation becomes impossible and he may 
regain the sympathy and support of the 
Cape Dutch, and thus recover all his former 
power in South Africa. 

Most significant as indicating the tendency 
of Rhodes’ own feeling is a letter from 
Bourchier Hawksley, hie lawyer and at- 
torney, to the Chartered Co, Hawksley 


says: 

‘“& Minister, who at the conclusion of 
the war could tormulate the provisions of 
the conditions safeguarding British inter- 
ests and yet preserve the republics and 
the measure of independence for their peo- 
- ple, would indeed be worthy of the title of 
statesman.” 

Hawksley further indicates that these 
are the views of Rhodes, whose public 
speeches indicate that he is in favor of the 
republics belng allowed to Keep their flags. 

If Rhodes were convinced that the Cape 
Dutch would again make him Prime Minis- 
ter, he would, in the opinion of his friends

RED TAPE OF THE WAR OFFICE 
HAS TO YIELD. 


Doctors Regard With Some Anxiety 
Her Burst of Energy Believing 
It to Be Attended With 
Great Risk.

LONDON, March 10.—Queen Victoria has 
suddenly dominated the whol@situation by 
an amazing dispiay of octogenarian energy. 
The reaction from the terrible depression 
into which the Queen was plunged by the 
British disasters in South Africa is only 
another phase of nervous excitability, and 
is believed by the doctors to be attended 
with great risk in one so aged. 

Looking at the Queen as she (drives 
through the streets, it is difficult to credit 
that she is doing all this on her own initia- 
tive, as the public is assured, and as in- 
dependent evidence goes far to prove, As 
she goes along her face and -head are 
hardly visible above the sides of the spa- 
cious carriage, her diminutive stature be- 
ing accentuated by two fine-looking, portly 
Princesses—Christian and Beatrice—seated 
opposite, all in mourning, the Queen wear- 
ing a plain black bonnet, a black cloth 
mantle with sable tail boa and thin biack 
veil, through which her features are plain- 
ly visible. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent saw her 
at close quarters four times in the pagt 
two days, and was struck more seneey 
each time ‘by her inanimate attitude and the 
entire absence of life in the venerable 
Queen's demeanor, Indeed, but for her face, 
flushed with excitement and the nipping 
air, the dim, appealing look in her eyes, 
and the occasional almost automatic mov- 
ing of her head around, there was no evi- 
dence that the Queen was consciously re- 
sponding to the stirring greetings of her 
enthusiastic subjects.

BURNING OF THEATER FRANCAIS | 
ALARMS THE CITY. 


PROTECTION NOT ADEQUATE. 


Blaze Has Shown Serious Lack of Pre. 
caution and Inability of the Fire 
Department. 


PARIS, March 10.—Paris, which has been 
yearning for a sensation, found ample ex- 
citement in the destruction of the Theater 
Francais, which overshadows every other 
topic of interest and has afforded the news- 
papers material for pages of reading. 

The exact origin of the fire remains un- 
known, but it is generally attributed to 
the fusing of an electric wire. There 
not a little evidence, however, in support 
of the assertion that it was due to malevo- 
lence. The disaster brought to light the 
extraordinary fact that there !s no fire sur- 
vetllance whatever in Paris theaters, except 
during the time of actual performances. 
Thus, fire might burn for hours during the 
day time without any one being the wiser. 
Neither the iron stage curtain nor the au- 
tomatio extinguishing sprays in the ceiling 
of the Theater Francais were found to be 
in working order. The tardiness of the fire 
brigade and the lack of water supply 
formed the subject of inquiries in the Mu- 
nicipal Council, but Prefect Lepine denied 
both, declaring the only delay arose in 
reaching the high roof of the building. This, 
however, does not agree with the state- 
ments of eye-witnesses. 

lAttle damage js noticeable from the out- 
side of the building, as the main wail of the 
theater, surrounded by galleries, in which 
are situated the office and dressing rooms, 
is still standing, and it is now hoped that 
it will be possible to reconstruct the inte- 
rior without rebuilding this wall. The gov- 
ernment is acting promptly and has decided 
that the work of reconstruction shali pro- 
ceed immediately. For this purpose a credit 
of 3,000,000 francs will be asked. 

It is expected that the Comedie Francais 
will be back again in their old home be- 
fore autumn. he company will be tem- 
porarily housed in the Theater Odeon, the 
shrine of the classic drama in the Latin 
Quarter. The difficulties in providing 
houses for both the Comedie and Odeon 
troupes have been solved by the sponta- 
neous offer of the elder Coqueline, who 
came to the rescue and offered his play- 
house, the Theater de la Porte St. Martin, 
for one month free of rent. This offer was 
all the more generoug in view of Coque- 
lin’s historic quarrel with the Comedie 
Francais and his desertion from the com- 
pany.

AT PRESENT PROTECTION LEAD- 
ERS INSIST ON TARIFF. 


Payne of the House Indicates That the 
Lower Body Will Insist on the 
Bill as It Stands. 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The Senate 
has not reached an agreement on the 
Payne-Foraker Puerto Rican tariff bill. This 
was announced to-night by a member of 
the Republican steering committee who was 
credited last night with having said that 
an agreement had been perfected. 

In point of fact, the Senate is as far 
from a decision on the Payne-Foraker bill 
to-night as it has been at any time since 
it was presented to that body. There may 
be an undersianding between a few men 
that the 15 per cent provision shall be 
chopped down, but this ts all. It must be 
remembered that there are a few oltiers. 
apart fram the handful of leaders, who 
have something to say in this matier. Fur- 
thermore, it can be positively affirmed that 
‘nothing of a definite character will be done 
until the Repubiican caucus scheduled for 
next week. This caucus will determine the 
plan of aciion and wil) devise means ior 
overcoming the objeciions. 

President pro tem I'rye, in conversation 
with a Post-Dispaich carrespondent' to- 
night expressed himself as particularly hos- 
tile to the proposed reduction in the iariff 
schedule, ‘“‘Not only do I oppose any re- 
duction and the admission of American 
articles duty free, into the island, but 
would be pee to see a much larger duty 
imposed, do not believe it policy io place 
this duty as low as it is now placed. Then, 
too, I do not approve of the civil govern- 
ment bill, which has been proposed. While 
it contains many good features, it !s ob- 
jectionabie in several respects. do not 
a bill. A committee should be sent to the 
island to investigate the conditions and re- 
port them to the Senate that it may be bet- 
ter able to legisiate.”’ 

While President Frye objects to the For- 
eaker bill he will not oppose it ta the deiri- 
ment of other business. 

Chairman Payne of the Ways and Means 
Committee said to-day he did not believe 
the House would agree to any further re- 
duction in the proposed duty on Puerto 
Rican products. 

“For my part,” he said, “I believe tire 
15 per cent duty is far too small, but in the 
interest of harmony, the committee was 
willing to make this concession. However. 
if it is proposed to make this tax lower, I 
would not attempt to say that it will be 
satisfactory to the Houss.” 

This statement {ts @oaubly {mnortant when 
taken in connection with the fact that Mr. 
Payne will he the chairman of the House 
Conference Committee on the Puerto Rican 
bill. That he represents the views of the 
maiority of his committee is well known 
and his remarks therefore may be taken 
as authoritative. So, it seems, even thougb 
the Senate should agree ta a reduction of 
the House duty of © per cent it will be 
strenuously odjected to In conference.

Russia having bought last year’ more than 
$1,000,0% worth of American farming imple- 
ments up to June 1. The estimated value 
of this season's shipments is $1,500,000. 

America at pregent supplies about 40 per 
cent of this kind of mavchinery to Russia, 
Engiand and Germany being her compeu- 
tors. 

For the first time in the history of the 
agr.cultural machimery export trace, a ship 
doaded entirely with the product of one firm 
suiled for Novoyissisk, on the 
on Saturday from FP&llade.phia.

q READY TOR WAR, 


Indications That England 
Fears a Conflict - 


A VERY STARTLING MESSAGE. 


THIS NEWS MAY ACCOUNT FOR 


VICTORIA’S RECENT ACTION. 


Explaining Why She Has Compliment- 
ed Her Irish Troops and Done 
Ither Things to Cement 
the Empire. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—The New York 
Evening Post’s London correspondent to- 
day cables as follows concerning the sup- 
posed reason why Queen Victorla has com- 
plimented the Irish troops and done other 
things to arouse enthusiasm, This week a 
member of Lioyds’ supplies me with an 
explanation: Lioyds’ was yesterday, he 
says, thrown into a state of much pertur- 
bation by the receipt from the Lloyds’ agent 
at Sebastopo! of a code word signifying that 
Russia was making there surprising warlike 
preparations. Lloyds’ committee cabled 
back asking for details out of cipher, the 
committee beileving that a wrong code 
word must have been used. The reply 
came at once that the code word was quite 
coysrect; that active warlike preparations 
Were proceeding at Sebastopol. 

“Now,” said this member of Lloyds, 
*Tjoyds’ agents are not hysterical journal- 
ists; you may put what interpretation you 
like upon it. My belief is that Russia 
means business against some one and may 
not these unprecedented royal happenings 
mean that the Queen calls her people, not 
forgetting Ireland, about her in view, pos- 
sibly, of a greater storm than we are now 
weathering in South Africa?’ 

This again is a serious explanation sert- 
ously advanced. Its weakness lies in the 
assumption that Russia’s warlike prepara- 
tions, whatever they may be, necessarily 
constitute a menace to. British interests 
or are likely directly to concern England. 
England certainly has no aggressive de- 
signs upon Russia or France or any pro- 
tege of theirs and she neither seeks nor ex- 
pects serious trouble at this moment [from 
any such quarter. She only insists upon 
being left to her own imperial develop- 
ment in South Africa as elsewhere and 
whatever. Dr. Leyds may once have hoped 
from the BPuropean intervention, even ne 
gees its hopelessness now. If it be Japan 
whom Russia fears, and if, as was long 
ago foreshadowed in these dispatches, Ja- 
pan means so soon as the ice breaks 
up in the North Pacific to claisn in Corea 
and at Port Arthur what she regards as the 
ust fruits of her victory over China, there 
gs no reason to suppose that Lord Salis- 
bury would think it Mngland’s business to 
take any active part in the struggle, 
sircngiy though her sympathies would be 
with Japan, and there is really no need to 
look thus far afield for explanations of the 
Queen’s actions. This war fever, no doubt, 
will pass over, but the predominating voice 
of England and Scotland at this moment 
undoubtedly calls for unconditional sur- 
render and annexation, 

What English opinion has yet to realize 
however, is that, in pursuing this policy of 
Britonizing the Transvaal and the Free 
State, they may have to face the opposi- 
tion of many of those very Outlanders in 
whose behalf England has taken up arms. 
Nowhere has Downing street rule been less 
admirable, nowhere is it less loved than in 
South Africa, and the ideal Tory policy of 
the Transvaal and Free State as Crown 
Colonies, under direct and minute control 
from London, would be regarded by most 
South Africans as no better and probably 
worse than Pretoria rule

INCOLN'S BODY 
NA NEW TOMB 


Removed From Crypt Where 
It Had Rested For Years. 


IT WAS AN IMPRESSIVE SCENE. 


| 
‘DAYS OF THE NATION’S GREAT- 
EST MOURNING RECALLED. 


A. R. Veterans Present Who Saw 
the Funeral 35 Years Ago—Body 
Placed in a Temporary 
Vault.

SPRINGFIELD, IL, 10.—In 
presence of less than W persons there was | 
taken to-day from its bed of cement a 
casket upon which, 3 years ago, were cen- 
tered the eyes of thousands of Americans 
and the minds of the entire civ“lized world. 

It was the casket containing the body of 
Abraham Lincoln, who was shot by J. 
Wilkes Booth, April 14, 15869, 

The removal of the casket from the place 
where it has remained so long was made 
necessary by the razing of the old monu- 
ment, around which centered the sentiment 
of years, preparatory to the erection on the 
same site of a new $100,000 monument pro- 
vided for at the last session of the Legis- 
lature. Under this new shaft all that its 
mortal of the martyred President will 
doubtiess remain until the resurrection 
trump shall sound, 

Of the few who gathered about the crypt 
when the casket was removed were mem- 
bers of the G. A. R., who were young men 
when it was sealed—man who had gazed 
upon it when the moldy, rotten, cédar box 
wis new, and when the casket itself was 
wrapped in the nation’s flag and escorted 
to its resting place by the nation’s nobiest 
sons, most, if not all of whom are now 
numbered with the great throng beyond the 
river. It was with the most intense interest 
that they watched to-day’s proceedings and 
when the casket was finally brought to view 
and there was presented the only reality of 
what has come to be the nation’s most 
sacred memory, the scene was indeed im- 
pressive. Heads were uncovered and those 
who were entrusted with the care of the 
burden handled it with the utmost rever- 
ence. 

There {s little in the appearance of the 
casket when brought to light to remind 
one of the days when it rested upon its 
somber catafalque in the nation’s capitaa 
and was gazed upon by the thousands gath- 
ered there; or of the succeeding days it was 
borne through the streets by a dozen crepe- 
ladened horses, escorted .by veterans of the 
great civil war; or of the time when it 
was borne westward on a magnificant fu- 
neral train, |whose swift passage was 
watched by millions of people who lined 
the tracks and waited for hours to see it. 
The cedar box was decayed badly, and in 
a few more years would have been entirely 
gone, whiie the metallic casket itself, where- 
in the body lies, was tarnished and moldy. 
Silently the little group stood while it was 
conveyel to 4a temporary vault just north 
of the monument site on the brow of the 
hill overlooking Oak Ridge Cemetery. 

The actual ceremonies attending the 
transfer were informa!. State. Treasurer 
Whittemore and Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Bayliss, epee ar gy the pres- 
ent’ Board of Trustees of the Monument. 
were present in their official capacity, and 
the Lincoln Monument Association, the Lin- 
coln Guard of Honor and the G. ‘A. R. were 
also represented. None of the relatives of 
the dead President was there. 

The temporary vault prepared for the 
casket is 12 feet square and constructed 
with double decks, thus insuring room for 
the other five members of the family buried 
heside the dead president. Precautionary 
measures to prevent desecration of the 
tomb will not cease when all the bodies are 
safely ensconced in the newly constructed 
vault. Two slabs of cut stone, weighing 
over four tons, will be placed over the vault. 
On top_of these immovable barriers will 
be piled tons of debris as it is removed 
from the foundation of the monument, 
thus more securely protecting the sacred 
dust from sacrilegious vanda!s as the work 
on the new monument progresses.

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NEW HALL OF FAME INDIANS’ GHOST DANCE 
IS HELEN GOULD’S GIFT.|._.... —— 


> ee THEIR RELIGIOUS FESTIVAL, 


SQUAW IS THEIR LEADER. 


They Expect the Great Father to Give 
Them a New Reservation Apart 
From the White Men. 
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WICHITA, Kas.. March 10—-The Delaware 
Indians, 500 in number, are dancing the 
ghost dance on their reservation near Chel- 
sea., I. T. They are led in this once fa- 
mous dance by Wa-sha-she, an old med- 
icine man, who was a right-hand man to 
Wovoka, the famous Piute Indian prophet 
and founder of the ghost-dance religion. 

he Delawares are firm believers in the 
ghost-dance doctrine and that is their rea- 
son for the present dance. Recently their 
chief, Rinhard Adams. went to Washington 
to see about getting a bili through congress 
allowing the Delawares to seh out their 
land in Indian Territory and leave for some 
country where the white man could not 
control them. Before leaving he told the 
Indians it might be well for them to indulge 
in a ghost dance, as it might help his cause 
along. The Delawares, being very super- 
stitious people, at once assembled for the 
dance and prayed the great spirit to help 
their chief on his mission. The great spirit 
must have been with the Indians to some 
extent because on Tuesday last a Dill, al- 
lowing the Indians to dispose of their land, 
was introduced in the lower house and it 
wiil undoubtedly pass. 

When the Indians heard this news they 
danced harder than ever. A private letter, 
dated Chelsea, I. T., tells the story of this 
dance. It says: “AlN of the white people 
the vicinity of the Indian dancing grounds 
have been forced-to pack up and leave, not 
on account of the danger, but the noise 
made by dancers ig worse than a dozen 
bands of warriors. |The air is filled with 
mournful songs of the dancers from early 
morning until after midmight. The dancers 
refuse to talk to any one, but the squaws 
say that the dancers are expecting help 
from the great spirit soon. The burden of 
of their prayers is to be delivered from the 
conto] of the white man. These Delaware 
Indians are connected with the Cherokees 
in land rights and were once quite a rich 
eople, but a greater part of their wealth 
as been swind:ed away. Their agent says 
no trouble need be feared from this dance, 
as the Indians are only fulfi.ling a duty.” 

The Delaware dancing grounds, where the 
Indians are now assembled, is in the midst 
of a deep wood and for many years past 
has been the scene of revelry for these 
eame rediskins. Ten years ago when Wo- 
voka, the Piute prophet, startled the Indian 
world by announcing he hhad been up in the 
eky visiting the great spirit, and came back 
with the ghost-dance doctrine, he was re- 
ceived with great gusto upon these same 

rounds by the Delawares. Here they 
earned the dance and its teachings. 

The dootrine taught the Indians that our 
present world was old and worn out and the 
great spirit was tired of it. especially the 
white men. So he was going to send a 
fiood of mud and  =<destroy all. the 
whites. Then all the dead Indians and dead 
buffalo would be recalled to earth and the 
Indians could live as of old. This was to 
be brought about by dancing. 

The ghost dance itself differed little from 
any other Indian dance, except that after 
six days of dancing the participants were 
to bathe in running water. They also wore 
specially designed shirts while in the dance, 

When a dancer falls frywum exhaustion no 
one can go near him, as he is then sup- 
posed to be in the spirit land. The squaws 
are allowed to dance the same as bucks, this 
seldom being allowed in other Indian 


dances.

The donor of $100,000 to the University of 
New York for erecting a hall of fame, in 
which is to be inscribed a roll of honor of 
great Americans, !s Miss Helen Gould. It 
was characteristic of Mies Gould’s modesty 
that an attempt should have been made to 
conceal her identity in this connection, but 
it was futile. 

Miss Gould still declines to accord an au- 
dience to reporters, but makes this state- 
ment: 

“I do not deny giving $100,000 to the New 
York University to erect a hall of fame. 
I do not deny that the name of my father, 
the late Jay Gould, is to be among those 
of the distinguished dead of this nation to 
be inscribed on the walls of this hall of 


fame, Further than this I have nothing to 
say. All the details have been placed in 
the hands of Chancellor MacCracken.”’ 
There is a pecullar appropriateness in 
Mise Gould’s ft, as she {s a graduate of 
the law school of the university. 
Chancellor MacCracken has steadfastly 
refused to divulge the name of the donor, 
in accordance with the express conditions 
of the gift.

Therefore Americans Need Not Worry 
About the Injury It Is Likely to 
Do United States Exports. 


BERLIN, March 10.—The action of the 
Reichstag yesterday evening regarding the 
meat bill was eagerly commented upon. The 
declarations of Prince Hohenlohe and Count 
von Posadowksy-Welner had the effect of 
discomfiting the Agrarians. Some of the 
papers hitherto strangly in favor of the 
committee, notably the Neuste Nach- 
richten, now say they are unable to call 
the Reichstag action wise. The National 
Zeitung rakes Count von Posadowsky-Wenh- 
mer over the coals because of his “‘shilly- 
shallying with the Agrarians”’ instead of 
firmly declaring the government inten:ions. 
it condemns Count von Posadowsky-Weh- 
ner’s abusing of those who endeavor to re- 
establish the government bill. The statis- 
tics Count von Posadowsky-Wehner uses 
to prove the Americans have by far the 
sargest interest in preserving cordial com- 
mercial relations with Germany are de- 
clared untrustworthy. 

Protest meetings against the meat Dil! 
continue. The Berlin Chamber of Com- 
merce has called a meeting for to-morrow, 
at which representatives of all German 
fndustry and commerce will be present. 

To a certain extent the naval bill de- 
e The 

ndersrath will hold an extra session Mon- 
day to consider the question of raising the 
cost of the fleet increase. Herr Eugene 
Richter’s Freisinnige Zeltung demon- 
@trates by official] statistics that the re- 
ceipts of the Empire are aaa declining 
and that for 1899 the German States fur- 
nished 8,000,000 marks to the Empire to re- 
establish the equilibrium. Herr Richter 
argues therefrom that the whole of the 
Government’s calculations of the naval 
bill expenses are erroneous and that the 
cost of the fleet must be raised by taxes. 

It is seml-officially given out by the Im- 
perial Department of the Interior that the 
preparatory work for the projected com- 
mercial treaties Is far advanced. All the 
negotiations with each country start out 
from the German general! tariff figure, as 
in the case with AuStrian cereals and Rus- 
gian cereals, but as the negotiations pro- 
gressed the most important articles are 
singled out as the main objects. From 
inside information, it may be said that the 
Imperial Government will never accept 
paragraph 14 of the meat bill. Therefore 
t is not considered that the commercial 
treaty negotiations with the United States

about to be brougnt against him in con- 
mhection with the matter. . It is known that 
he belonged to this organization of crime in 
his youth—in those days when he used to 
devoie his time and energy to devising 
nitroglycerin bombs and infernal machines 
for the assassination of tyrants both royal 
and administrative. 
{he murder of the Marquis of Notarbar- 
tolo, Minister of the Interior, was one of 
the boldest crimes ever charged ‘to the 
Mafia. 

M. Notarbartolo was appointed by the 
Minister of the Interior to inquire into the 
Scandals which have taken place in the 
Bank of Scicily, M. Palizollo, deputy to the 
Italian Parliament for Palermo, in conjunc. 
tion with the Duke of Verdura, had bought 
Shares to the value of 1,500,000 francs in the 
Italian General Navigation Co. with the 
mney of the bank. 

finding the shares going up tn value, he 
transferred them to his awn account, and 
peying back to the bank 1,500,000 francs, 

6 appropriated the profits of the invest- 
ment for his own benefit. By some means 
or other the Government got wind of these 
irregularities and appointed M. Notarbar- 
tolo to make an official inquiry, which he 
did sa conscientiously as to cost him his 
life, it being alleged that Palizollo gave or- 
ders to a man named Fontane to assas- 
Sinate him, as he feared other disclosures 
would follow. 

Palizollo with his fellow-conspirators, is 
a member of the Mafia, and it is generally 
felt that the result of their trial will either 
deal the deathblow ta this society or raise 
it to such a state of ascendency as to actu- 
ally menace the safety of the State. 

During the investigation of the murder 
the facts were disclosed that during Cris- 
i's various terms of office as Premier he 
ad taken advantage of the fact to in- 
troduce many of his own countrymen—that 
is to say, Sicillans—into the government 
departments at Rome, notably into the Min- 
istries of the Interior and of Justice. 

Most of these were appointed on the nom- 
ination of Palizollo himself, as the Parlla- 
mentary representative of the capital of 
Sicily, and as the political boss of the is- 
land. Naturally, Palizollo only selected men 
upon whim he aould rely to serve his in- 
terests and those of the Mafia, and thus it 
happens that to-day a large number of 
‘ernment officials holding responsible 
administrative positions at Rome, and with 
power to obstruct, and to even stop alto- 
gether, the wheels of justice, are friendly 
to the afia, not actually affillated 
thereto. 

Palizollo has been all along one of the 
chief political supporters and adherents 
of Crispi. He took a leading part in the 
ovation to the octogenarian statesman at 
in the early part of this year, 
and, fact, is a welcome est of the 
Crispi family at Naples as wel] as at Rome. 
By some the deadly Mafia, with all its 
bloody deeds and its history of crime, is 
still regarded as an organization at work 
for Itallan Liberals. It had its rise itn fact 
in the fight of Sicily against her foreign 
masters. Unable to meet. them in open 
battle, Sicilians resorted to thievings, as- 
sassinations, and secret acts of vengeance. 
This went on for centuries, until murder 
became a fine art, especially commendable 
if the victim were a foreigner. At last as 
a semblance of order rose criminals banded 
themselves into secret society for mutual 
protection, and tn time the order became 
grounded firmly also in Italy. 

Thus the Mafia saw the light of day asa 
definite organization. To a certain extent 
fits character hag changed from its early 
espect, as new politics forms a ve im- 
portant branch of its work, but—and this 
must be clearly understood—it always ob- 
tains tts end by unlawful deeds. 

The Mafia is not a purely political organi- 
zation, nor vet a criminal one; it has no 
paid officers, no definite committees, no 
elected chiefs. In each town there is a per- 
s0n mutually recognized as the intermedi- 
ary between the masses and the higher 
powers, who in important cases advises 
what methods are to be pursued; whereas 
in minor cases each member uses his own 
discretion, knowing full well that he will, 
should occasion arise, receive assistance 
from headquurters. Should a member a6- 
pire to a political office he ts fully aware 
that he can rely on the support of his fel- 
low craftsmen, who, by fair play or foul, 
will return him at the head of the poll. 

Again, a member in business, gay as a 
grocer, receives the custom of all the Mefi- 
osi tn his district, He must, however, treut 
his Mafiosi customers honestly, but his 
other purchasers he may cheat with — 
nity as much as possible, knowing that 
ehould he be brought before the magistrate 
he is eure of an acquittal, as in all proba- 
bility the occupant of the benoh ts a mem- 
ber himself, and, even is he is not, he dare 
not give a verdict against the prisoner, as 
if he did his life would be In jeopardy.

‘““lhese organs,"’ he says, ‘‘are preparing 
a& war because they know that it means a 
naval Sedan for France and they count on 
overthrowing the Republic by a disaster 
similar to that which overthrew the Em- 
pire.”’ 

The growing hatred between the two 
countries is certainly a matter of anxiety 
to the French Government, which it itself 
does now and has always maintained a 
correct attitude toward England. An ilus- 
tration of the present feeling of the French 
press, however, is shown in the publication 
of an extra number of one of the lead- 
ing illustrated weeklies. entitled “The An- 
gio-F’ranco-Russian War’’ and devoted to 
the relation of a supposed war in 1800. The 
story is cleverly and radically written, with 
numerous pictures picturing numerous En- 
glish defeats; the assassination of Lord 
Cromer by an Egyptian patriot; the massa- 
ere of the British garrison in India by na- 
tive mutineers; the landing of French 
troops at Brighton and their triumphal en- 
try into London. Finally, a chart is given, 
showing the dismemberment of the British 
Empire, in which the United States gets 
Canada as her share.

GREAT DRAW SWUNG. 


Longest on Illinois River Turned at 
Pekin for the First Time, 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEKIN, IIL, March 10.—To-day at 8 
o'clock, the longest bridge draw on the IIli- 
nois River was swung for the first time. 
It is that of the eteel bridge just about 
campleted by the Peoria and Pekin Ter- 
minal Railway and tis 3876 feet in length. 


Rallroad officials from many of the roads 
of the country were present and about 
three thousand people assembled on the 
river bank to see the huge piece of machin- 
ery swung to its allotted place. Miss Ade- 
laide Janssen of Pekin and Miss’ Edith 
Proctor of Pearia broke bottles of cham- 
pagne over the draw as it swung in place. 

The bridge consists of four spans, each 
157 feet long, which, with the draw, makes 
its total length 1004 feet. It cost $225,000. 
The draw tis operated by an electric motor 
The Peoria and Pekin Terminal Railway 
has built an electric line between Pekin 
and Peoria, ten miles long and also erected 
at Pekin a $20,000 depot.

The tout {s well aware of the fact that he 
intends to “cut” a percentage of the pros- 
pective winnings, and he knows that there 
will be a protest when he seeks to take 
nearly all, as is the custom, Hence his 
desire to get a man who will put down @ 
bet and who will not make a vociferous pro- 
test when he ts being relieved of a greater 
portion of his winnings. 

In San Francisco at this time of year, 
when racing is in full swing, the genus tout 
—a genius in resources—flourishes Uke a 
green bay trea. Here he waxes and grows 
fat. There are victims galore in California, 
Money is plentiful, and as the men have 
speculative tendencies the tout’s “business” 
is a brisk and remuperative one 

Joe Stern and Harry Winna, two young 
men of good appearance, are the head and 
brains of the touts in California, Where 
others secure dollars from their victims, 
Stern and Winna get hundreds. Harry 
Winna dresses in the height of fashion, At 
periods he has a great deal of money. 
When he secures money he etarts on & 
career as @ plunger. If fortune is with 
him he soon has a large bank account. Two 
years ago he went Hast with a large roll. 


He bought yearlings at the sales and @ 
few old horses. These he had shipped to 
California, They were placed in the care 
of Joe Stern, who acted as his trainer. 

Last summer the turn of the tide in Win- 
na’s fortune set in. He lost his money in 
New York and he went back to the Pa- 
cific coast ‘“‘broke.”” His horses lost their 
form from sickness and hard training. He 
was reduced again to the hustling stage. 

Thrown on their own resources, Winna 
and Stern went back to their old business 
of diging up “angels” who would specu- 
late. Fortune fluctuated with them. One 
day they cared not for any millionaire, the 
next they were rustling for a meal. 

lt was ar this low ebb in their fortunes 
that they became aware of a good thing 
that was about to be cut loose at Tan- 
foran Park.

IN A BAD LIGHT.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The War De- 
partment has raised a serious issue of pro- 
priety, if not of veracity, between Gen. 
Merriam, in command of the troops of the 
Couer d’Alene district, and the last Secre- 
tary of War Russell A. Alger. 

Alger was ai the head of the War De- 
pariment at the time the troops were first 
sent there, April] 30, 1899. About a month 
later, when the horrors af the bull pen 
began to raise a storm in the labor and 
mining world, Alger’s political ‘instincts 
scented danger and he telegraphed Gen. 
Merriam a sharp dispatch, amounting to a 
reprimand for not carrying out his “origina! 
instructions,” Not to use the army as 
@gainst miners’ unions. Gen. Merriam 
promptly deciared that he had never re- 
ceived any such “original instructions” 
from Aiger or any one eise. ite repeaced 
this statenient receniiy belore the Congres- 
Bional Investigation Committee wan is 
prou.ng the Couer d'Alene matter. 

The commiitee thereiore caiied 
War Department for the “original instrue- 
tious. hese were tuynishea to-day and 
they turn oul to De noihing not previously 
made public, when Gen. Merriam jained is- 
Bue With Alger. There were no “original 
instrucilons’’ as referred to by Alger in 
his rebuke of Merriam, except the vague 
and forma) order io proceed to the scene of 
disturbance.

RECORD OF THE ORDERS. 
Correspondence Between Idaho’s Gov- 
ernor and Military Authorities. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The War De- 
partment has supplied to the House Com. 
mittee on Military Affairs, which is investi. 
Gating the Couer d'Alene (Idaho) mining 
troubles, the following correspondence on 

the subject, in response to a request 
“Boise City, Idaho, April 29, 1899.—To the 
President, Washington, D. C.: In _pur- 
suance to the statute in euch case made, I, 
Frank Steunenberg, Governor of Idaho, the 
Kislature not being in session. and it not 
being possible to convene it, do hereby ap- 
bly to the President of the United States 
to call forth the military forces of the 
United States to suppress insurrection in 
Shoshone County, State of Idaho. This ac- 
tion is sustained in the fact that all the 
Svailadle Idaho National Guard volunteered 
OF S¢rvice in the Philippines, and said 
county 's in a state of insurrection. I am 
of the opinion that at least 500 troops in 
th® aggregate will be necessary, but small- 
er detachments should be ordered in as 
rapidly aS poesible.

Sub- 
scriptions up to the close of business to-day 
had aggregated $50,000,000 in this city. 

l’oreign bankers and exchange authorities 
say that it is yet too early to ta:k about 
possible effect upon the foreign: exchange 
market of American subscription. Every- 
thing depends, they say, upon what propor- 
tion of the loan is allotted here, and the 
consensus of opinion seems to be that it 
will be comparatively small.

He declared that the bank 
depositors’ had done their best to have the 
matter brought ‘before the grandjury, bdut 
that they had been blocked at al] stages by 
the prosecuting attorney of the grandjury. 
Judge Noonan contended that the court 
he addressed had no right to listen to the 
lea in abatement, as that was a provision 
n law intended to be heard in a criminal 
oourt, and not a preliminary court. If the 
depositors had been allowed to place their 
case before the grandjury and have it 
assed on to the Criminal Court, their pleas 
n abatement would be in order.

OFFICERS AND COMMITTEES. 


New Officials Named and Preparations 
Made for Calling Upon the 
Legislature, 


The Public School Teachers’ Annuity As- 
sociation held a meeting yesterday morning 
in the auditorium of the High Scheol and 
agreed to appeal to the Legislature that 
meets in 1901 for a modification in its 
charter, permitting the St. Louis Board 
of Education to co-operate with the tech- 
ers in establishing and maintaining a pen- 
sion fund suitable for the comfortable 
maintenance of teachers who have been dis- 
qualified from teaching by reason of ill- 
health or‘ age. 

Under the proposed new charter the 
Board of Education will place tn the asso- 
clation’s treasury $1 for every dollar de- 
posited by the teachers. 

It was a largely attended and enthusiastio 
gathering, the women largely predominat- 
ing, and but for the handful of men on one 
side of the hall and the iron hand of Prof! 
George T. Murphy, the presiding officer, 
it would have been a typical women’s meet- 
ing. 

There were many other things to be con- 
sidered besides the appointment of a legis- 
lative committee, and it was early evident 
the members of the gentler sex were weil 
together, as the politician would say, and 
would doubtless get all they were looking 
for. But they proved a most generous op- 
position and frequently acted in full ac- 
cord with the small male contingent, 

They were not without their champions 
on the male side. 

The hall was well filled when President 
Murphy and Secretary Mrs. Mary E. Fan- 
ning arrived. As they ascended the plat- 
form there was a patter of gloved hands 
and loud, bare handclaps from the ieft, 
which greeting both officials smilingly ac- 
knowledged. 

“Ladies and—” Mr. Murphy’s eye 

roamed furtively over the sea of brilliantly 
bonneted heads until over in the corner he 
discovered the uncovered locks of the male 
principals, then—‘‘gentlemen.”’ 
Everybody laughed, the women applauded 
and Mr. Murphy began again. 
“Ladies and Gentlemen: It is hardly 
necessary to state for what purpose we 
are here this morning, but by way of em- 
phasis I will go over jist a little of the 
ground. It is the expressed intention of the 
board of Education to apply to the next 
Legislature for such changes in the acts 
relative to this association as will remove 
its objectionable features and enable the 
board to carry out the policy declared in 
its resolutions. Foremost in the changes 
to this law should be the omission of all 
statutory provisions rigidly prescribing the 
term of service, the limit ot dues, and all 
the delicate and subtle conditions and rules 
covering all contingencies which should 
only be determined by the Board of ‘Trus- 
tees. There shouid be room left for changés 
and amendments such as experience may 
dictate, and such provisions should not be 
mace imflexible by law.” 

This was the essence of Mr. Murphy’s 
address. Everybody was in a good humor 
and everybody applauded. 

‘““Mr. President!’’ shouted half a dozen 
members at once. A little wormnan with a 
lot of red in her hat and a fur collar was 
recognized. 

“Don't we want to appaint a committee 
to select a legislative committee?’ she 
asked. 

“Certainly,” “That's it,” “Why, of course 
we do,’ answered the meeting. And the 
iittle woman subsided. 

“We will do that in time,’’ replied the 
president. “I will read a resolution that 
has been passed to the platform.” 

“Does it refer to the business before the 
hotse?” asked a colored member from the 
rear. Then after being stared at by the 
convention she hastily sat down. 

‘‘Here is the resolution,” said Presdent 
Murphy, in a tone that indicated that 
nothing irregular was going to happen 
while he was in the chair. Then he read: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this asso- 
ciation that all those who have signified their 
willingness to join the Annuity and Relief As- 
sociation under what is known as the ‘*Taus- 
sig Pian’’ shall not later than the end of the 
seventh half-quarter pay to our treasurer an 
amount equal to 1 per cent of our annual 
salaries. . 

“Is there any objection to that resolu- 
tion?’’ asked the President. There was a 
rustie all over the room and a putting to- 
gether of heads, but Prof. Murphy heard 
no objection and put the questuon and it 
carried. There was one littie “no” near 
the door. When everybody looked that way 
a pretty young schoolm’am in a@ pretty 
waist and hat to match, blushed redder 
than her waist, and laughed. It was a joke 
and the convention returned to business. 
Partly of his own selection and rtly 
from suggestions from the floor, the Presi- 
dent appointed a committee to select nom- 
inees for treasurer, vice-president and leg- 
islative committee. It was decided with 
surprising unanimity of opinion that the 
committee’s seiections should be ratified by 
the association.

On behalf of the young lad 
teachers under me and on behalf of all 
the young lady teachers, I want to know if 
they will, under the proposed revision of 
the constitution, have to serve that long 
before they receive any benefits. I ask 
this because I am sure many hope to get 
married.’’

Business came to a standstill when the 
committee was finally appointed, and fthe 
chair suggested that Dr. Boyle address the 
association while tt was waiting for the re- 
turn of the Legislative Committee. 

Dr. Boyle occupled a seat In the front row. 
He arose and thanked the President for his 
compliment, and was preparing to say that 
he did not wish to talk at this time, The 
chair interrupted: 

‘Doctor, you see—"”’ 

‘We can see the Doctor all right.” came 
a voice from the rear, “and while the sight 
of him ts very pleasant we would like to 
hear what he is saying.”’ 

Dr. Boyle in 1 ‘rr tones then declared 
that he did not intend to make a speech, 
and eat down.

Mr. Jacob A. Riis is a master of the art of putting things. 
His heart goes with his head, giving force to his expression. 

In his book entitled “The Ten Years’ War,” which is the 
story of his long struggle with the slums, he writes with a 
simple directness possible only to the man whose whole sou!

Mrs. Joubert is always with her husband, tn times of quiet- 
ness or of storm. 

“My place is with him,” she says simply. During the last 
war she drove 60 miles in a Capt cart, her only companion a 
little negro girl. The night was dark, the enemy on every side, 
but she forgot danger and fear, and remembered only that the 
men who were fighting for freedom were starving. She was 
going to them with her wagon loaded with bread and rusks, 
a more precious cargo than gold or diamonds. 

Since the first gun Was fired these women have been busy. 
They have taken it as a matter of course that they should be 
in the thick of the fight. They would not remain content at 
Pretoria. As a party of the Boers marched to Colesberg their 
journey through the Orange Free State was a fete of triumph. 
At each stop the women came out to weep over them and 
bless them, and hail them as the defenders of their country. 
At Bloemfontein particularly they crowded around them, 
bringing offerings of tea, wine and many dainties for the gol- 
dier’s knapsack. 

In the camps before Kimberley the women are found min- 
istering to the wants of the men. They brave all danger to 
bring them fcod. Slowly the big wagons drawn by the rreat 
oxen drive up. Within is a woman. Sometimes she is young, 
sometimes she is old. She brings her store of provision. That 
is her contribution, made at a cost of personal sacrifice.

She knows 
but litle of the world that lies beyond the dreary stretches of 
the veldt. The daughters have been content to follow the 
flocks of sheep and the oxen herds of thelr fathers, the moth- 
ers to perform the simple duties of the farmhouse. The young- 
er, amid the companionship of peaceful dumb things, dreamed 
always of freedom. The older woman, spinning quietly at her 
loom, quoted the Biblical pasages that promised deliverance to 
the faithful. Their lives were a si:nple paStorak When the dry 
season came on the farmer shut up his house, and with part 
of his household goodg in the big ox wagons took his family 
and his cattle with him and went in search of water. : 


The other type of Boer woman is the product of the cities, 
She is the daughter of well-to-do parents. She has been edu. 
cated. She speaks several languages. She plays the plano, she 
dresses in the prevailing fashion, she dances well, and in sum- 
mer goes to some of the popular watering places. She is in 
many respects a young woman of progressive and modern 
ideas. 

But the difference between her and her sister is merely a 
thin veneer of civilization At heart they are the same, And 
each is rligious, each loves her country better than her life. 
For that reason both of them are now on the battlefield. 

Each of them has been taught two things—to use her Bible 
and her pistol. In her hour of need she trusts tn both of 
these. Days spent in the excitement of the chase have taught 
her endurance. She has wonderful! physical courage. Disdain- 
ing a saddle she rides all day by the side of her brother, 
and uses rifle or pistol with the skill of a sharpshooter. Tall, 
strong, with muscles like iron, she does not know the maning 
of fatigue. With all this she is strictly a domestic \ -man. 
She isvsatisfied by her own fireside. Her whole heart is cen- 
tered In the little world that she calls by the sacred name of 
home. It is big enough to hold all her ambitions, all her hopes, 
aH her dreams, It is because of this deep and holy love that 
she is now an important factor in the Transvaal war, She has 
the same old spirit modified and beautified by Christiaaity, 
that animated the Spartan women.

IFIFTY THOUSAND DISTRICTS. 


Disagreeable Questions Which Caused 
Trouble Ten Years Ago to Be 
Omitted—The Citizen’s 
Responsibility, 


Gm vial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—For conven- 
ient, accurate and rapid enumeration the 
United States has been divided into 80 
census supervisor’s districts, and these in 
turn into about 60,000 enumeration districts, 
or “E. D.’s,” eas they are called in the 
Census Office. Each of the 30,000 enumera- 


tors is yet to be appointed. 

In the Census Building a great room is 
now the scene of bustling activity, the 
work of preparing portfolios for use by 
enumerators in the coming count of the 
population being fairly under way. These 
portfolios, of whitish brown pasteboard, 
hinged together with black cloth, are 18 
inches long and 10 wide and tied with four 
pets of tape. The tape used is not that 
“red tape’’ which to the ordinary mind 
signifies circumlocution and delay. The 
law requires speed in the census of 1900 
and common, every-day white cotton tape 
will fasten the schedule fiiled portfoiios 
in their round from habitation to habita- 
tion. 

The last census found the unhappy enum- 
erator loaded down with from 10 to 13 
schedules, each havng voluminous Iinstruc- 
tions, to master which required considerable 
mental ability and power of memory. That 
census was taken under a law which re- 
quired enumerators to ask many obnoxious 
questions. Under dire penalties of threat- 
ened prosecution and fine in case of refusal, 
at every home the family skeleion must be 
brought forth for classification and record. 
Sensitive people who, Spartan-like, had long 
concealed an insidious malady gnawing at 
their vitals. must divulge their hidden all- 
ment. Harassed, unhappy persons, strug- 
giing under a burden of debt, yet striving 
to keep up appearances, must confide to tmMe 
enumerator their financial woes. He stern- 
ly demanded information as to defects of 
‘“‘mind, sight, hearing, and speech,’’ and 
if a member of the family was “a prisoner, 
convict, homeless child or pauper.’ The in- 
firmities of ‘‘crippled, maimed or deformed”’ 
must also be duly classed and catalagued. 
That answers thus obtained were not for 
publication in the daily papers, but simply 
for tabulation by employes sworn not to dl- 
vulge census facts, failed to alleviate the 
painful ing | of making them. The census 
act of 1900, happily for all, does not require 
these disagreeable queries. 

Four schedules, not 10, cover enumerators’ 
inquiries in 1800—schedules requiring infor- 
mation about population, vital statistics 
manufactures and agriculture. In cities the 
enumerator will seldom need the agricultu- 
ral, or in rural districts the manufacturing 
schedule, 80 he will infrequently carry more 
than three. 

Frequent complaints and charges of !nac- 
curacy in preceding censuses have arisen 
from distrust of the enumerators. Not in- 
frequently the gross !gnorance of an enum- 
erator rendered his work valueless. 

A stream cannot rise above its source 
nd the census cannot rise in accuracy 
Above the standard established by the 
enumerators. Concerning affairs whether 
locAl or national in importance, but which 
oily admit of national administration, the 
individual citizen feels little personal re- 
éponsibility. The Federal census is_pri- 
‘marily of local importance. For the Unit- 
ed States, as a whole, a general average 
will be reached of a magnitude which in- 
accurate returns from a considerable num- 
ber of E. D.’s will not essentially affect. 

On the other hand, in any political dis- 
trict, the people’s constitutional rights may 
be seriously impaired by a dishonest or in- 
competent enumerator. Where rival political 
parties predominate in different parts of the 
same Siate, the constitutional apportion- 
mnt of representation upon the census 
basis of population decides state and, at 
times, national issues.

employment should not be contemplated 
when adequate results could be obtained 
from a milder and safer form of explosive. 
The ordnance department was also opposed 
to the immediate adoption and manufac- 
ture for use in the Philippines of the new 
high-explosive thorite, but Secretary Root 
intervened and thorite lg now on its way to 
Gen. Otis. 

Tinkering with tin dlaphragms has been 
one of the ways the ordnance officera have 
tried to protect the bursting charge. First, 
the #hell cavity was divided into four lon- 
witudinal compartments by two Intersect- 
plates of eheet tron. Then circular 
sheets were placed across tha axis of the 
dividing it into three chambers, a3 
the floors divide a house.

NOTHING BUT TOBACCO. 


Must Be Contained in the Packages in 
Which It Was Wrapped. 


Wilson of the internal revenué department 
has. decided to proceed against manufac- 
tures of tobacco and cigarettes who violate 
Section 10 of the act of July 24, 1897. This 
section prohibits placing in or connecting 
with packages of smoking tobacco and fine 
cut chewing and cigarettes, any article or 
thing whatsoever other than the wrappers 
and labels and excludes all gifts, prizes, 
premiums, ete., or orders for the same. 

To-day the commissioner sent telegraphic 
instructions to collectors of internal revenue 
that this act must be strictly observed, 
and that tobacco and cigarettes found upon 
the market in disregard thereof, stamps 
bearing cancellation on and after the first 
proximo must be seized.

Early in 1896, when Senator Hanna was 
up to his ears tn the preliminary campaign 
which resulted in Maj. McKinley’s easy 
victory at St. Louis, he appealed to Mc- 
Kinley ta suggest the name of some one 
who could and would undertake to help him 
in the big task. Maj. MeKinley suggested 
Dick. Hanna knew him only slightly as 
the voung man who, In 18%, managed the 
campaign in which the Republicans car- 
ried Ohio by the high-water mark majority 
of 137,000. But the Senator found that the 
blue-eyed, mild-spoken, imperturbable 
young man knew the ins and outs of polit!- 
cal management, About that time Hanna 
was about as green as a gourd abot the 
details of political management. Dick fur- 
nished the required knowledge in such mat- 
ers, 

The somewhat brusque Warwick and the 
euave Dick formed a political partnership 
in that vear, which is notable tin national 
politics for the remarkable agreement be- 
tween men of such decided views. ‘See

CAPT. PHILLIPS’ TIMELY 
GESTION FOR ST. LOUIS. 


ALREADY BEGUN IN NEW YORK. 


Outline of a Plan Designed to Benefit 
the General Public and Material- 
ly Lessen Crimes. 


Baths in the public schools, libraries and 
reading rooms, recreation places of the 
schoolhouse yards, and the making use- 
fulthe buildings that are idle the larger 
part of the time—these are some of the 
original ideas of Police Captain Phillips of 
the Sixth District. 

The objects of all] this are obvious, though 


to his plans. These are the lessening of 
crime by taking off the street many who 
now have absolutely no other place to en- 
joy themseives; the providing of that clean- 
liness that is next to godliness; and the 
prevention of the many arrests for dis- 
obeying petty city ordinances against bath- 
ing in public piaces, with the géaving of the 
lives annually lost in swimming in p.aces 
not safe. 

Most of the Captain’s 
put to use, in separate forms, eisewhere, 
though not to the extent that he believes 
is perfectly practicabie. 

Capt. Phillips is a man of thought, and 
like many another conservator of the peace, 
more can be done in the 
way of prevention than in reformation, 
lie would Jessen crime by making it less 
desirable, not so much through fear of the 
consequences, which do not deter 
when there are chances of being caught. 
Seated in his cosy off:ce in 
house yesterday afternoon, he exp.ained to 
the Post-Dispatch the detat!s of some of his 
This office is a lesson in itseif.

“In al} the 6chools there are large rooms 
in the basement which are left unused.

Perhaps an hour could be 
devoted to the boys and another to the 
girls. Then, in the evening, the older folks 
in the neighborhood could use them. I fa- 
vor the poo! as against the shower, because 
there is exerciee combined with the bathing, 
and it is one of the best forms of exercise, 
too. Then, when a man ‘eft a factory or 
a shop, dirty and tired, he could go and 
take a bath, without going to the river 
and risking arrest, or to a bathhouse an‘ 
paying for it. It might be necessary tw 
have a small fee, for the cost of the laundry 
work. but {t would be too small to cause 
trouble in anyway. 

‘In the same building we could have li- 
brary stations. These now are maintained 
at various points about the city, but at 
them all one can’‘do is to take his book 
and go. I would have rooms where one 
might read or. study, and this would afford 
one a chance to get away from the little 
room tn the boarding house, and give one 
a chance to improve his mind at the same 
time that he would be getting a change of 
surroundings, which is a rest in itself. Say 

“Then, in the downtown districts. where 
there are no parks, I would have the school 
yards used for that purpese. Many a tired 
mother would enjoy a bit of an outing in 
the open, where now she has to sit on the 
curb or her doorstep. The children coun 
play in the yards, and would come to like 
the place instead of dreading it.

SUBSCRIPTIONS COMING IN.

Up to yesterday no definite information 
had been received at the office of the ex- 
‘ecutive committee from Washington, ine 
question of the appointing of a special com- 
mittee to take up the World's Fair ‘iil Is 
still in the hands of the House Commiitee 
ion Rules. Ex-Gov. Francis, Chairman 
Thompsen and Ix-Congressman Cobb are 
arguing in favor of the immediate appo-nt- 
ment of the committee, and action on the 
bill without delay. No opposition of im- 
portance has developed in either the House 
or the Senate, but some friends of the 
movement regarmied the bill as drafied and 
introduced as too cumbersome. ‘The Legis- 
lation Committee, of which Mr. Fred W. 
Lehmann is chairman, itn drafting the bill, 
were careful to insert in it all the safe- 
guards which Congress provided in the 
case of the World's Columbian Exposition, 
especially those relating to the appointment 
of a Government Commission and defining 
its powers. With the assistance of experts, 
amendments have been drawn up simpl.fy- 
ing the bill and eliminating several of these 
detail features, so that when the measure 
is reported back to the House by the spe- 
cial committee, it will be much shorter 
than the original draft. There has been no 
vital amendment or change suggested. The 
delay arises solely from the marked dis- 
inclination to take up any more appropfria- 
tion bills this session. 

President MoKinley and Speaker Hender- 
gon are both heartiiy in favor of the ceie- 
bration of the Louisiana Purchase Centen- 
ial bv a World’s Fair, and neither objects 
to the avpropriatian by the Government 
of $5,000,000 towards the expenses of in- 
stalling the exposition, or of a million or a 
million and a half for a Government ex- 
hibit. Suggestions have been recelved 
from members of both houses that: the 
bill be laid over until the December ses- 
sion, when it is stated it can be passed 
by a practically unanimous vote. The St. 
Louls committees and the Executive Com- 
mittee formed by the Lwuisiana Purchase 
Congressmen, are a unit in protesting 
against this delay.

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~ HOME ON SHORT LEAVE 


LIEUT. BENJ. F. HUTCHISON OF 
THE UNITED STATES NAVY. 


FROM THE ASIATC STATION. 


Ge Talks Encouragingly of Trade Re- 
lations With China and of His 
Gunboat the Monocacy. 


Ideut. Benjamin F. Hutchinson of the 
United States Navy is in St. Louts yisiting 
relatives, after three and a half years’ 


@ervice in Asiatic waters, Friday he re- 
ceived orders to report at the training 
echoo! at San Francisco and he will jeave 
to enter upon his new duties this week. 


He is one of the most popular lieutenants 
in the service and has made many friends 


gince he came to St. Louis. 

He was on duty as an officer of the 
gunboat Monocacy at Shanghai during the 
war with Spain and on a previous cruise 
eided in asserting the dignity of the Amer- 
ican flag during the war with China and 
Japan. 

“China is rapidly responding to the civiliz- 
pe influences at work upon it,” said the 
eutenant to the Post-Dispatch. “Not 
the least of these influences is that of the 
United States. The trade of this country 
with China is increasing at a marvelous 
rate. The people over here do not appreci- 
ate what it means for China to recognize 
this country as one of the great commercial 
owers with which it must reckon in lay- 
ng in its supplies. It means millions of 
dollars a year and will mean still more. 
The Chinese in a city like Shanghai are 
fine people to deal with, but they have not 
yet become accustomed to American metn- 
ods. Most American firms deal through one 
or the other of the two avencies estab- 
lished there and for this reason the firm 
names of United States concerns are not 
60 well known there as they might be. 

“Most of the improvements inaugurated 
in China im recent years have been con- 
celved and executed by Americans. They 
are now building a raflroad. There was a 
#reat deal of opposition to th‘s enterprise 
at first, but the American projectors have 
surmounted all obstacles, as they always 
do, and now things are progressing rapidly. 


“The duty assigned the Monocacy was | 


to remain at the mouth of the Yang Tse 
River in order to be close at hand in case 
of riots along the stream. We only ssw 
that kind of service once, when there was 
a riot a hundred miles or so up the river. 
When we got there the trouble was over. 

“Shanghai is a delightful station in win- 
ter, as the mercury seldom 
freezing. In summer it is extremely hot, 
and there is no summer resort within 
several hundred miles. Further north the 
winters are extremely cold, as I learned 
to my sorrow on my former cruise in 1894 
during the China-Japan war. We steamed 
up the Lalo River in the fall. A blizzard 
struck us, and there was imminent danger 
that we would be frozen in. We hauled our 
boat to the shore and deposited it itn a 
snowdrfit, where we remained until spring. 

“The most pleasant incident of the 
cruise from which I have just returned 
was a voyage of 800 miles up the Yang Tse 
River, when we carried the American Min- 
ister, Mr. Conger, who visited all the lead- 
ing points along the river. He has done 
much to increase the friendly feeling be- 
tween China and the United States.

Startling Words From the Committee Appointed 
to investigate fiypnotism for the 
Beneiit of Journal Readers. 


(From New York Journal. 


The manner in which Frank Callaway, 
the wife murderer, secured the poison with 
which he ended his life Friday morning 
has been revealed by Jack Kiely, a stable- 
man on North Broadway. 

The polson was obtained by soaking 
matches in a small shaving mug filled with 
water. 

‘After the phosphorous soaked from the 
matches had settled in the base of the 
vessel the water was drained off and the 
j ' phosphorous allowed to dry. When this pro- 
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cess had been completed Kiely states that 
Callaway placed the poison in the lining of 
his clothes and that six months ago the con- 
demned man had accumulated enough poi- 
son to kill twenty men. 

Kiely was a cellmate of Callaway for a 
short while, about six months ago. He had 
been arrested on suspicion of having been 
implicated in a cutting affray near a North 
Broadway livery stable and. during his

TEST CASE OF UNDERTAKERS. 


Supreme Bench Declares All Business 
Combinations That Are Against 
Public Policy Dlegal. 


MADISON, Wis., March 10.—Trusts and 
combinations in general, and the Milwaukee 
Liverymen’s Association in particular, are 
given a severe scoring in a 4ecision just 
handed down by the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court. At the same time the court points 
out that there is a remedy already at hand, 
and no need of new laws to correct most of 
the evils which exist in this line The 
court says:

The lower court awarded him $1w0, 
but under the instructions of the court the 
awatd was made as compensatory dam- 
ages, and this the Supreme Court holds was 
fatal, as the verdict should have been for 
pun.tory damages. On thig technicality the 
decision is reversed, but Justice Marshall, 
who wrote the opinion, makes it clear that 
but for the technical error the judgment 
would have been sustained. 

In its remarks upon tine action of the 
Liverymen's Association the court says: 

“A combination that will resort to such 
means as ithe ruthless breaking in upan the 
solemnities of a funeral ceremony or that 
aims to entirely monopolize such an essen- 
tial to the burial of the dead according to 
the custom of the country, as is usually fur- 
nished in cities by liverymen, and to stifle 
competition and hamper individual, inde- 
pendent industry in regard to such business 
as to paralyze individual effart and compel 
every person in order to obtain proper fa- 
cilities for a funeral to submit to the dic- 
tates of the combine, will not stand the 
test above indicated.” 

The test referred to holds only such com- 
binations lawful as are not prejudicial ta 
the rights of the community. The court 
holds that Instead of being for the good of 
the community, such a combination as was 
the Milwaukee Liverymen’s Union “‘is clear- 
ly unlawful as against public policy, and 
the means resorted to to effect {is purposes 
in this case were likewise unlawful. 

‘It would be hard,” the court adds, “to 
conceive of a combination more odiously 
detrimental to the public interests and more 
heartlessly oppressive ‘o Individuals than 
one that seeks to cantrol the customary 
means used in the burial of the dead by the 
resort to such wanton acts as: were per- 
petrated by the defendants in aid of the 
purposes of their combination.”

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THE WEIRDEST STORY EVER WRITTEN. 


“Frankenstein” is universially ad- 
mitted to be the most weird, thrilling 
story in existence. 

It was written over eighty years ago 
by Mary Woollestencraft Shelley, 
wife of the poet, in a competition to 
decide which of the four friends could 
turn out the most gruesome Tale of 
the Supernatural. The other three 
competitors were Lord Byron, Percy 
Bysshe Shelley and Polidori, the Ital- 
ian litterateur. 

Mrs. Shelley’s effort alone of the 
four has survived and become an im- 
mortal classic. The very name of the 
book has passed into common use in 
the English language. 


CHAPTER I. 

The Creation of the Monster. 

Y name is Victor Frankenstein. 
I was born in Geneva, Switzerland, 
and passed a happy boyhood there 
with my parents and their adopted daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth Lavenza, whom I quickly 
grew to love as far more than a mere 

sister. 

She became the guiding star of my life. 

As a boy I had a taste for chemistry 
and physics and at the university soon 
excelled in both these studies. 

I was not content with natural chem- 
istry, but began to explore the occult mys- 
teries of the science and to read.the so- 
called emperical works of Paracelsus, Al- 
bertus Magnus and Cornelius Agrippa. 

My instructors eyed with amusement my 
progress along these lines and some even 
helped me, prophesying great results from 
my researches, 

One of the phenomena which had pe- 
culiarly attracted my attention was the 
structure of the human frame, and, in- 
deed, any animal endued with life. 

Whence, I often asked myself, did the 
principle of life proceed? It was a bold 
question, and one which has ever been 
considered as a mystery; vet with how 
many things are we upon the brink ot 
becoming acquainted, if cowardice or care- 
lessness did not restrain our inquiries. 

I resolved taese circumstances in my 
mind, and determined thenceforth to ap- 
ply myself more particularly to those 
branches of natural philosophy which relaie 
to physiology. 

Unless I had been animated by an al- 
most supernatural enthusiasm, my appli- 
cation to this study would have been irk- 
60me and almost intolerable. “% 

To examine the causes of life we must 
first have recourse to death. 

I became acquainted with the science of 
anatomy, but this was not sufficient; I must 
also observe the natural decay and corrup- 
tion of the human body. The stages of the 
discovery were distinct and probable. 

After days and nights of incredible labor 
and fatigue, I succeeded in discovering the 
cause of generation and life; nay, more, I 
became myself capable of bestowing ani- 
mation upon lifeless matters. 

The astonishment which I had at first ex- 
perienced at this discovery soon gave place 
to delight and rapture. 

After so much time spent in painful labor, 
to arrive at once at the summit of my de- 
Sires was the most gratifying consumma- 
tion of my toils. But this discovery was so 
great and overwhelming that all the steps 
by which I had been progressively led to 
it were obliterated, and I beheld only the 
result. 

What had been the study and 
the wisest men since the creation 
world was now within my grasp. 

This secret I shall not reveal. Hear 
my story patiently to the end and you 
will understand what a curse such knowl- 
edge would prove to the whole world. 
When I found so astonishing a power 
placed within my hands, I hesitated a 
long time concerning the manner in which 
I should employ it. 

Aithough I possessed* the capacity of 
bestowing antmation, yet to prepare a 
frame for the reception of it, wiih all its 
intricacies of fibres, muscles and veins, 
still remained a work of inconceivabie 
difficulty and labor.

FACTS ABOUT LIQUID AIR: BY CHARLES E: TRIPLER

OME interesting and altogether new 
S facts are given concerning liquid air 
by Charles E. Tripler, who has been 
making numerous experiments with the 
fluid. He also denies many absurd stories 
which he says have been set afloat by ir- 
responsible persons, and gives an insight 
into the real character of liquid that will 
give the general public a new idea of the 
properties Here are his words: 


By Charles E. Tripler. 


O many wild stories have been set 
afloat about liquefied air that 1 have 
been accused of attempting to foist 

several absurdities upon the public. For 
instance, one story got out that I proposed 
to run an” engine with three

CAN say nothing in regard to another man's experience. Bishop 
f.owman is so positive in his statement that we must suppose him 
to be in possession of facts that warrant him in making it. But 


{ do net think that he has the right to shield himself from the 
responsibility he has incurred behind a refusal to furnish proofs when 
th: voice demands them. He has dared to arraign all fashion- 
able s ciety in America in a manner so awful that, if he be able 
to substantiate his charges, the police should rather turn their atten- 
tion to the “Four Hundred” than te “Sappho.” The Bishop ‘does 
not want to go into details: aye, but he will have to do so if he will 
not bring upon himself the charge of an ecclesiastica] slanderer of a 
whole section of his felluw-citizens, and this a section whose members 
are leaders in many other walks of life than mere fashion, and as such 
enjoy publie confidence to an unlimited degree. We must suppose the 
Bishop to have made attempts to call them to repentance, but found 
the load of their sins staggering, and therefore abandoned the hopeless 
task, 

But what was impossible to him might be possible to others—to 
such men, namely, who have the courage to lay bare the sores of 
“fashionable gociety”’ and do not ask the world to accept the condemna- 
tion of a whole class of people on trust. If the atmosphere of the 
fashionable mansions is as foul as Bishop Bowman declares it be, the 
sconer we withdraw our confidence from their inhabitants and make 
the social class name “Four Hundred’ a hissing and a byword the 
better for us all, 

I am not a Bishop, and cannot, therefore, say what an “overseer”’ 
of the flock of faithful believers feels under given conditions, I was even 
saved from the temptation of striving after such a distinction, as my 
community has steered free of that rock; and, although my temple is 
oten calied the fashionable church of the Jews, I cannot tell how many 
of my people are numbered with the “Four Hundred.” But as many 
as they are, they have been grossly slandered by the Bishop, I bear 
them that witness after 25 years of pastoral! relationship with them, 
Thy are not spotless saints, neither are they saintly hypocrites. Church- 
going is not their passion; poor stuff and bad reasoning stand no chance 
with them, because they happen to appear in the pulpit and form part 
of public worship. They take their own judgment to the house of God, 
and are not afraid to express their opinion by word of mouth or such 
bearing in the pew as cannot be ignored by the preacher. 

They might be more familiar with their Bible and the glorious his- 
tory of their race, and acccrd to their prayer book a larger share in the 
order of their households, but their loyalty to their ancient faith is sin- 
cere and strong, and their home Hfe as a rule sweet and pure. “Other 
worldliness’” has not much attraction for them; but neither can the 
love of this world prevail upon them to brook the slightest insult to 
their faith, which Christian pride and narrowness demand as the price 
of sociai equality. And as to their charity—needs not that I say any- 
thing about that. Witnesses abound in the city and are increasing 
year by year. This only I will say from a mere sense of gratitude.

FOKMEK CONSUL

AM thoroughly convinced that the tariff question is the all-im- 
portant question in Porto Rico. It can never become prosperous 
until she can buy bread for her people without paying enormous 
revenue duties for the privilege of bringing that bread into the 


island. It seems reasonable to me, as an American, that the people 
of this newly-adopted country should be allowed to purchase the pro- 
ducts of the United States and land them on their own-shores without 
paying tribute to any government whatever, I believe the island should 
have absolute free trade with all parts of the United States. I believe 
in making Porto Rico is thoroughly American as possible from the very 
Start, and Wwe cannot make it sb unless we treat Porto Ricans as we do 
o.her Americans. They should be allowed to buy Minnesota flour and 
Dakota wheat and every product which the farmer of the great North- 
west has to sell, and lay it down in their own country on the same 
terms that the man in New York receives the same products. 


The people in the island are strongly in sympathy with, the United 
States. They are enthusiastic over the fact of their becoming Ameri- 
cans. They long for the introduction of our institutions, of our school 
system, of our factory system and our agricultural system. There is 
evidently a great longing among the laboring class of the island for an 
opportunity to rise to the rank of an American laborer. They realize 
that toil and honest work in the United States are honorable: that the 
man who toils in any part of the United States is looked upon with re- 
spect; that the laborer of the United States has an ambition to become 
better situated, to be the owner of his own home, to educate his children, 
and to preperly provide for old’ age. They are aware that many people 
of the United States who were once laborers have become wealthy, and 
already the ambition of the laboring class of the island is being stimu- 
lated; they are becoming encouraged by the prospects of the future: 
they believe that the dawn of a new day for them is at hand. and our 
government has it within its power to continue to inspire this people 
with the laudable ambition to make something of themselves. and I 
believe that the whole question concerning the laboring man of Porto 
Rico very largely depends upon free trade between the island and the 
United States. _ 

I have received seyeral thousand letters from all classes of business 
men in all parts of the United States concerning this island, very many 
of them asking me when the proper time will arrive for them to invest 
capital in Porto Rico. Several of them have said: “We .propose to es- 
tablish factories in this densely populated island, and teach the peo- 
pde there, who have been accustomed to labor at very low wages, to la- 
ber in the factories that we shal] establish. We hope to be in position,” 
most of them say, “to pay them better wages than they ever received 
- in the past. We understand that they are not a class of people ac-

freedom, intelligence and exalted character of American womanhood. 
And that womanhood, I claim, is the highest, purest type that has yet 
appeared in the evolution of society. In contrast with this American 
society let the pessimist study Athenian society in the days of Aspasia, 
Roman society in the time of Cleopatra, French society in the age of 
Recamier and Maintenon, English society in the reign of Elizabeth or 
Charles ll. or the Georges. What encouraging progress has been made 
in the moral sentiments and standards of society since the American 
revolution gave aristocracy and sovereignty to the common people!

No mere four hundred 
shallow-brained coterie of any one ccmmunity who are living on the 
sweat of their fathers’ or grandfathers’ faces; not the men and women, 
so called, who can shamelessly sit tcgether through a performance of 
“Sappho” or “The Degenerates” presented by actors and actresses who 
are vainly trying to secure a virtuous reputation by breaking into Amer- 
icfn society; not the nameless few silly things who sell themselves and 
tneir fathers’ fortunes to foreign degenerates for titles which our virile, 
high-minded young Americans would not wipe their feet on. Not these, 
but rather the noble rank and file of manhood and womanhood where 
you find the ideal fathers and mothers, husbands and wives, brothers 
and sisters, who by their honest hearis and brains and hands are creat- 
ing the moral and material greatness of our free and Christian Ameri- 
canism., 

I am bound to say that the highest standard of American society 
may be found at the national capital. The social atmosphere of Wash- 
ington is sweet-and wholesome. It was never more so. No social scan- 
dals tarnish the purity of our official or Congressional life. Finer 
specimens of moral, intellectual and patriotic womanhood cannot be 
found in this country, or in the world, than are to be met at the so- 
cial functions of the beautiful capital, where the best traditions of re- 
publican purity and democratic simplicity are preserved and exemplified 
in the domestic virtue, affection and happiness of the first home of the 
land. 

Surely the American people may justly felicitate themselves on the 
high and uysullied record of that first home of the land from the glo- 
rious day of Martha Washington to the good and happy day of Ida 
McKinley.

| FIND Bishop Bowman's -disquisition on fashionable society ex- 
| ceedingly interesting reading. It implies in the first place a dispo- 
gition to grapple with social conditions. The temptation that 
Bishops in the Episcopla Church, as well as those in the Presbyte- 
rian Church, have to strive against is the tendency to deal in general- 
ities, to fight sin in the abstract, to labor only for the salvation of in- 


dividua] men and women, tu say hard things only about wicked people who 
lived so long ago that there is no risk of having to face a libel suit, 
to ignore the world that now is, and to contrive how society and State 
can be saved not now and here but in the world to come. It ig stimu- 
lafing, I say, to read the address of a man who believes that righteous- 
ness was intended not only for the antediluvians and for the con- 
gregated saints in the New Jerusalem but for people and society that 
are still on the way toward the New Jerusalem. 

Now, as to the subject-matter of Bishop Bowman's address. The 
immediate impression made upon me was that the good Bishop was 
slightly sweeping in his characterizations. I have no disposition to 
quarrel with the general truthfulness of his position. No one can live 
in a town where “fashionable society” flourishes without having some 
pretty definite ideas as to the average unprofitableness, at any rate, 
of peaple who are infected with that kind of disease. Besides that, 
what we know of the “vile corruption” that exists among some society 
people rather necessitates the supposition that there is a good deal 
more of that same kind of thing that we do not know of. Still, I wish 
Bishop Bowman had been a little more explicit. I once indulged, on 
a public occasion, in some objurgatory generalization, and was sharply 
called down for it and asked to furnish chapter and verse, which, unfor- 
tunately, I was unable to do. The effect of my objurgations was that 
they irritated and acerbated without doing anybody any good.. They 
made guilty people mad, and innocent people madder yet, so that the 
only ceurse left open to me was to qualify myself to deal with the 
matter in explicit detail. And it is exactly that which I wish the 
Bishop would do, and come out with an accumulation of specific facts 
that will give public attention something definite to stand upon. 

Now, he is quoted as saving that “the load of sin of fashionable soci- 
ety is siraply staggering.’ it probably is, and yet we all know members of 
fashionable society whose sin is not staggering and who do not like 
to lie even under the implication. Even granted that such people 
may be seemingly of no earthly use, yet they are not secessarily 
“leagued with the vilest corruption,” and resent even seeming to be 
placed in that category. I wish, therefore, that the Bishop would, if 
possible, give his charge a little sharper point. 
and more risky, but I have learned to know that it is the only thing 
that tells. It is easy to fire at everything with a blundrebuss, but it is 
difficult to hit something in particular with a rifle. 

These lines have not been motived by any spirit of critcism. The 
Bishop is grazing in a very herbaceous field, or perhaps it would be 
a better figure to say that he is gunning in woods that are full of 
birds, and we want to see him bag enough game to pay for his expendi-

OR more than twenty years candidates for teachers’ certificates 
fe have been required in most States to pass an examination in ele- 
mentary physiology, including elementary anatomy and many 
tiles of personal and domestic hygiene. 

Though it was not 29 years ago genefally required by law that in- 
struction be given on this subject, it seemed to be taken for granted that 
this branch would be studied in every school, and as a matter of fact 
it was very generally introduced in the higher grades of the common 
schools of this country. 

That elementary anatomy, physiology and hygiene its a legitimate 
branch of study for the common school there can be no question. More 
than this, to drop physiology from the course of study would be as 
serious a mistake as it would be to drop geography or grammar or na- 
ture study. That the description of the effects upon the body of any 
substance usually or frequently taken into the body is a legitimate 
subject for any treatise on phyisiology cannot be gainsaid. Further- 
more, @ treatise on hygiene or physiology and hygiene cannot legitimate- 
ly omit the discussion of these subjects. 

Thus we find that many elementary books on school physiology and 
hygiene include brief discussions of the effects of alcoholic drinks and 
narcotics in the early days of physiological teaching before the passage 
of any laws requiring a definite amount of temperance instruction in the 
achools. 

The common school has been established and is maintained by the 
State for the purpose of cultivating good citizenship. In a general way 
we may say that the more complete and liberal one’s education (all 
other things being equal). the better citizen he makes, and, conversely, 
the more illiterate, narrow and superstitious the individual, the poorer 
citizen he makes. So it is generally conceded that State schools open 
to every individual who jis to become a citizen of the State are a prac- 
tical necessity where the individual has the right of franchise. 

There cannot exist in the mind of any fair-minded person the shad- 
ow of a doubt that the result of a truthful presentation to the children 
of the evils which follow the use of alcohol and other narcotics would 
soon make its influence felt, and would, in the course of say 30 years, 
work a profound metamorphosis in the attitude of the nation at large 
upor the alcoholic question. 

There is no subject taught in the schools the right presentation of 
which ts of more importance than this very subject of physiology and 
hygiene. The teacher often knows that certain of his patrons use al- 
coholic drinks and other narcotics to an inordinate degree, or, per- 
haps, certain other patrons may be dealers or manufacturers of some of 
these narcotics, Realizing the difficulties to be overcome, those who 
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have prepared the text books, those who have passed upon their mer- 
its, and those who have published them, have spared no pains or ex- 
pense to have the subject presented according to the generally required 
principles of pedagogy and in harmony with the most generally ac- 
cepted scientific data. 

Within the last few months criticisms have been made against the 
teachings of these books. These criticisms have been directed particu. 
larly against the statement made in most of the books that alcohol is a 
pcison; the critics maintaining that alcohol is a food and not a poison. 
There are several weak points in this criticism. In the first place, the 
allegation that alcohol is a food is not a new one. It was first made 
by Liebig of Leipsic, Germany, some 30 years ago. 

Ever since the time of Liebig this question as to whether or not 
alcohol is a food has been periodically discussed with more or less vigor 
upon both sides, but in every case the consensus of scientific opinion has 
reinained unmoved—viz., 
have continued to the present time to classify alcohol as a poison, and 
no scientific man has ever included alcohol in his classification of 
foods. 

If those who criticise the present system of instruction succeed tn 
demonstrating to the satisfaction of scientific men generally, or even to 


a majority of them, that alcohol is a food, they will find that the sub- * & 


sequent editions of the school text books of physiology will contain 
the statement, ‘“‘Alcohol is a food.” 

The manifest unfairness of criticising these books for not including 
such a statement when no satisfactory demonstration has been made, 
and when scientists in general have not been convinced of the truth of 
the statement, must be clear to everyone. 

When Dr. Nansen returned from his polar expedition he did not 
hurry from one gathering of teachers to another asking that the study — 
of geography be dropped from the common schools because these 
geographies did not contain the results of certain obgervations which 
he had made upon controverted questions, but he went before bodies of 
scientific men—of specialists in geography—revealed his data and dem- 
onstrated the correctness and tenability of his conclusions. 
clusions as are acceptable by experts in that fleld have found their way 
firat into literature, and if they have not already found their way into 
the common school text books, it is only a matter of a few months or 
years before the advances in that branch of science will be adequately 
treated in all school geographies. 

Ir. Nangsen’s method of procedure in the propagation of his new dis- 
coveries is the same method which scientific men generally use. It 
must appeal to every one as a dignified method which becomes a man 
of science. Those who would criticise the school text books in physiol- 
ogy would gain wider recognition of their claims if they would present 
these claims to scientists within their own fleld who are able to judge 
as to the adequateness of the experiments performed and able to pass 
upon the deductions made. WINFIELD 8S. HALL.

Been Looted From the Third Avenue Rail- 
way Company by Methods That 
Astonish Hardened Napoleons

NEW YORK, March 32.

OMPARED with the gigantic Third 
Avenue Street Railway steal, the 
work of ‘‘Boss’ Tweed was child's 

play. The modern steal was conducted on 

a scale of such magnitude, and with sucn 
a degtee of effrontery and absolute shame- 
lessness as to be astounding—even paralyz- 
ing. 

There are practically but two surface ruil- 
Wav companies doing ‘business on the 
gtreets of New York—on those streets where 
cars are always crowded, where enough 
cars to give comfort to the passengers 
would mean a continuous string almost the 
entire length of every line. The Third Ave- 
nue ‘Sines run through the poorer but aot 
the least populous districts, where people 
are clamoring for a chance to pay nickels 
for sardine-Hke spacesein cars. The Third 
Avenue line is bankrupt. 

Can you imagine the United States niint 
going into bankruptcy? 

Can you imagine the Bank of England 
asking courts to save a wreckage of assets 
from hounding creditors? 

The Third Avenue line was a mint, a gold 
mine. 

Its owner is ruined. 

The total amount lost to the stockholders 
by this steal is estimated by some at $32,- 
000,000. 

Twelve stockholders, representing 86,150 of 
the 169,000 shares outstanding, have lost 
$16,100,850 through mismanagement on the 
part of the company, and because of the 
contractors employed to change the mutive 
power of the road from cable to electric. 
The amount actually stolen runs into the 
millions.

The resu:t was that when the work 
Was commenced the company was foreed to 
Lcrrow money at nigh rates of cnt 
This would have been bad enough, at 
but in conjunction with it came the ex- 
6ibitant demands of thes contractors, who 
literally had the company by. ihe 
These demands, together with the interest 
cr borrowed money ard the falling off in 
traffic. due to the disturbed condition of 
the roadbed, forced the great Third Avenue 
Company, capitalized at $16,000,000, into 
bankruptcy. Down it went with a crash, 
and the venerable Herry Hart, woo, on 
eb. 26, held stock valued at $14,520,000, on 
the day following found his holdings re- 
duced to $3,300,000 in valve, with an assess- 
ment of $3,000,000 staring him in the face. 
His whole life was wrapped up in the 
Third Avenue Railway. The crash means 
tc nim financial ruin after 7 years of toil 
and scheming. Yet to his short-sighted- 
Mess, in great part, say the other stock- 
holders, the mighty crash was due. 

The next theaviest loser is the William 
Remsen estate. It gave up $2,431,000, and is 
facing an assessment of $650,0v0, 

Edward Louterbach, the chief counsel of 
the company, holds 20 shares, lost $46,7” 
and is liable to an assessment of $12,500, 
Mr. Hart has taken him into his confidence, 
and they are working together to protect 
their mutual interests. Both men have 
been deposed from office.

Who are these men, and how did it all 
come about? 

How was it made possible that the Third 
avenue company in dess than thirteen 
months paid out $7,117,192 for material and 
work alleged to be done on fifty-four miles 
of street car track, and that $10,000,000 
worth, at the same rate, still remains to 
be done? 

The firm which has the contract is styled 
Naughton & Co., and is said to be composed 
of ‘‘Barney’’ Naughton and Daniel F. Mc- 
Mahon, both members of Tammany Hall, 
and “‘Barney’’ Martin. 

Naughton was formerly a dealer in ma- 
nure at Newark, N. J. Seven years ago 
he came to New York. Here he met Mc- 
Mahon, who was engaged in the same busi- 
ness. These men became friends and 
Naughton was made manager of the New 
York Horse Manure Company. In course 
of time he joined Tammany and the Nar- 
ragansett Club, of which McMahon wa8 a 
member. McMahon was and stili is the 
Demécratic political leader in the Seven- 
teenth District. Through association with 
him Naughton also became a power in poli- 
tics. They branched out and became con- 
tractors in other HMnes. They laid the 
rails in the Jersey Central freight yards at 
Fifteenth street and Eleventh avenue, and 
built several underground trolley lines. 
Finaliy, in 1898, when the Third avenue line 
decided to change its motive power to elev- 
tricity, Naughton & Co. entered a bid and 
were awarded the contract. 

This contract expressly provided that the 
work should be done under the supervision 
of “‘the president, the vice-president - or 
their nominees,” and that they should 
have power at any time to abrogate the 
contract in case the work should prove to 
be unsatisfactory.

It is because of this remarkable falling 
off in membership and because of the fact 
that the number of new converts is decreas- 
ing at a rapid rate, that the bishops have

its growth. 

The records of the churches during 
1899 show that the number of adult 
baptisms for the year were actually 
7020 less than for 1898, although the 
infant baptisms were 700 greater. This

The Methodist Church as a distinct ec- 
clesiastical organization is 115 old; 
as an integral part of the revival of evan- 
gelical Christianity known as Wesleyism, 
or Methodism, it is 15? years old. Since its 
oragnization it has grown steadily. It was 
an outgrowth of the reformation under 
Cromwell. In fact, Jchn Wesley was ex- 
amined by one of Cromwell's committees 
when he became a preacher; four months

before Cromwell died. The name Methodist 


at one time was used as a term of oppro- 
brium, Now it is claimed as a 
hcnor by over 5,000,000 persons tn the United 
States and twice as many more throughout 
the world. 

John Wesley, the founder of Methodism, 
-was born in Devonshire, England, in 16955. 
He was the son of Bartholomew Wesley. 
He was educated at Oxford and at 
of 2 had taken his degree of Master 
Arts. He applied himself especially to tlie 
study of Oriental languages. Previous to 
his induction to the ministry he was obliged 
to pass an examination before Oliver Crom- 
well’s triers. He was installed four months 
before Cromwell died and married. the 
daughter of John White, one of the mem- 
bers of the Westminster Assembly. 

Two years after the restoration of Charles 
II. Wesley was committed to jail on the 
charge of refusing to use the prayer book. 
At his examination he was bound over to 
the next term of court and was finally ex- 
pelled from the Church of England under 
the ‘‘Act of. Uniformity.”’ A friend offered 
him a house in Preston, rent free, where he 
dwelt until the time of his death, While re-

of the art and IMerature of ancient Ireland 
may become me rs. Many Irisn socie- 


ties in this city and throughout the entire 
country have signified their intention of 
joining the newly formed organization 

The Celtic language is now studied in the 
various universities on the Continent of 
Iurope, as well as in some of those in 
Ireland and England, and one of the most 
Celtic scholars is Dr. Heinrich 
Zimmer of Germany. The Catholic Uni- 
versity at Washington, is the only institu- 
tion of learning in the United States which 
has an endowed chair and able professors 
in this branch of research. Hence it is that 
the proposed movement, which is thorough- 
ly non-sectarian, seeks to establish Itself 
in connection with the university, which al- 
ready possesses several reproductions of an- 
cient Irish manuscripts. The only collec- 
tion of Celtic antiquities of any note in 
the country is in the possession of the 
Smitheonian Institution, This, however, 
relates only to the stone age, and com- 
prises hatchets, arrow heads, hammers, 
stone rings, etc. These have all been pre- 
sented by private individuals, the Smith- 
sonian Institution never having itself con- 
ducted any special investigations in Irish 
antiquities. 

“The future plans of the society,’’ said 
Mrs. Wilcox, “include the sending of a per- 
son to Europe whose learning and disacrimi- 
nation will fit him for selecting the most 
valuable and characteristic manuscripts 
and objects of art, and to have these photo- 
graphed or reproduced for the museum.

By Rev. Jesse Bowman Young, D. D, 
“The Methodist Episcopal Church is sim- 
ply trying to find out the paints wherein 
it is falling to do its full duty. In recent 
years, along with other denominations, 
there has been a falling off in its gains of 
membership, which for a score or more of 
years were steady and large, bringing its 
aggregate now up to about 2,700,000. For 
the past three ar four years the figures 
have shown a decline in growth. In 1899 
it barely held its own, and the Bishops 
are striving to induce pastors and people 
to examine themselves, to ask who Is to 
blame; to seek for causes for the arrest- 
ed growth. It is due to say that the same 
questions, for similar causes, are being 
asked in other denominations. The Con- 
gregationalists, the Presbyterians and oth- 
ers are confronting a. similar situation. 
“In the cities all over the land the 
churches are struggling with adverse con- 
ditions, and are failing to make any rapid 
headway. So far as the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church is concerned, in our two lead- 
ing conferences in Missouri, the figures 
Stand as follows: Full members and pro- 
bationers in March, 1898, 61,019; March, 1899, 
the aggregaie was 59,874, indicating a loss 
of 114. There wre other conferences in the 
State, German, Mfro-American and Swede, 
Which would bring up the aggregate of 
membership to about 75,000 or 0.000. but I 
doubt if the lass/above indicated would be 
offset in theimease. I see no reason for 
the despondency indicated by the figures.

HE nest of an ostrich ts the biggest 
that we know of, and he is the Jarg- 
est living bird. The boy that at- 

tempted to rob an ostYich’s nest would 
have his hands full, as each egg is equal 
to about 24 hen’s eggs. The nest is a 
hole scooped out in the sand, about a yard 
and the ostrich has two or three 
Wives at once, who seem to agree to lay 
about 20 egge in it between them.

“Preacher” Doke is 63 years old, yet his 
hair.is perfectly black. He is active, wiry 
and energetic and appears to be good for 100 
years on earth. 

Two of his children reside in St. Louls. 
They are Mrs. Thompson, wife of Samuel 
T. Thompson, a contractor and real estate 
owner of 5357 Magnolia avenue, and Mrs. 
Mary Tucker, a music teacher, who resides 
on Olive street near Fifteenth. ! 


‘Preacher’ Doke’s children, in the order 
of their birth, are as follows: Mary E., Sam- 
uel (deceased), Melissa, John W., Martha 
(deceased), Frances M. (deceased), Emma, 
Drusilla, Elizabeth, Stephen M. (deceased), 
Ellen, Nathaniel M., Jr., George W., Ma- 
rion, Rhoda, James Clark, Benjamin But- 
ler, Leonard and Peter Cooper. Total, 2. 

“Preacher’’ Doke was married for the 
third time in 1885. Since that time seven 
children have been born. His first child was 
born when he was 19 years old; the last 
when he was 61. Their ages range from 2 to 
44 years. 

Nathaniel M. Doke was just 24 years old 
when the civil war came on, but he joined 
an Indiana regiment and went to the battle- 
field, in Spite of the fact that he had the 
responsibility of a family on his hands. 

After the war he became a preacher of 
the Methodist persuasion and officiated in 
the neighborhood of Terre Haute, Ind., 
where he was born. Twenty-eight years 
ago he moved to Arkansas, and passed 
through St. Louis with his wife and seven 
children He settled in the wilds of Ben- 
ton County, in the extreme northwestern 
corner of Arkansas, in one of the roughest 
parts of the Boston Mountains, not a great 
distance west of Eureka Springs. There he 
bought a farm and proceeded to raise his 
family and tame the wilderness. The near- 
est village was Seligman. Little by little 
the preacher gained ground, both figurative- 
ly and literally, for his power as an exhort- 
er s00n became known throughout the 
nelgehborhood and he accumulated property 
until he now owns 320 acres. 

In those days ‘tnere were no railroads 
throu~h that part of Arkansas, and even 
now some parts of the county are almost 
impassable. More children were added to 
the Doke household and more property 
came the preacher’s way, and more power 
as a religious factor. There were few or- 
ganized churches and rough roads pre- 
vented regular attendance, but everyboiy 
came to know ‘Preacher’ Doke, and it 
Was an extraordinary occasion indeed when 
the Inhabitants of Benton County did not 
turn out to hear him expound the Gospel in 
his simple, earnest way. He never used 
manuscript, He rarely referred to the Bi- 
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ble, after he had taken his text, except to 
quote from it. His eloquence was not 
great, but his earnestness was supreme. He 
never failed to make an impression upon 
his congregation. 

“I always believe what Brother Doke 
has to say,’’ once said a good sister, 
“‘for he seems to talk right from his heels.”’ 

And so ‘Preacher’ Doke went on talk- 
ing “right fram his heels” until his fame 
spread all over Northwestern Arkansas and 
Southwest Missouri, On Sundays he al- 
ways wore a Prince Albert coat, which dis- 
tinguished him at a glance from every oth- 
er resident of that mountain neighborhood, 
He was, and is still, extremely careful of 
his personal appearance. On his farm in 
the mountains he constructed a handsome 
residence, in the course of time, and it was 
no uncommon thing for him to entertain as 
many as 4) of his friends and neighbors at 
dinner on Sunday.

mmorphine, either by the mouth or hypoder- 
“amically, is very bad practice. It makes the 
patient comfortable, but it checks the 
cough, thereby preventing or impairing the 
patient’s ability’ to expectorate freely, an 
extremely important matter to consider, be- 
cause if the patient cannot get rid of the 
accumulated results of inflammation, his 
chances of getting well are greatly lessened, 
Besides, morphine checks the secretions, 
‘both of the kidneys and bowels. 

In severe cases of pleuro-pneumonia it 
May be necessary to give hypodermic injec- 
tions of morphine, but, as a rule, I believe 
such practice to be decidedly harmful. 
Cough is nature's means of ridding the 
lungs of the accumulated results of inflam- 

« mation, and, therefore, any medicine that 
interferes with or prevents free expectora- 
tion, is decidedly against the wefare of the 
eubject of pneumonia. A pneumonia pa- 
tient must cough. If he does not cough he 
cannot expectorate; and if he does nor ex- 
@ectorate he cannot get well. Therefore, 
every means should be employed to pro- 
mote free expectoration, and none used that 
will prevent it. To say a subject of pneu- 

. ponia ts comfortable because he has had a 
large dose of morphine does not mean that 
he ia betier, but that the painful features 
of his disease have been subdued by a pow- 
erful drug. 

Some cases of pneumonia require mor- 
phine, but I do not believe they are met 
with every day. A subject of pneumonia 
ghould be well fed with nourishing food 
from the beginning of the disease. This ap- 
plies to all cases, but particularly so if the 
Patient has been an habitual drinker. He 
should also have whisky regularly, because, 
having always been stimulated when well, 
his system will not be able to contend with 
a roa as pneumonia without such 

tion, On the contrary, a patient 


who has never been in the hablt of taking 
alcoholic stimulants should not have whis- 
ky at all until the heart begins to flag and 
the circulation becomes imperfect; then it 
should be given regularly, and in full doses, 
until the disease is conquered. It is not 
only useful as a heart stimulant, but It also 
quiets ihe nervous system, allays the cough, 
and acts in a genera) favorable way upon 
the disease. Besides whisky as a heart 
stimulant, we will frequently be obliged to 
use digitalis, strychnia or caffelne to hold 
up the weakened heart. Nitro glycerine is 
also a useful medicine to give hypodermat- 
ically. During the period of consolidation 
and gray hepatization, oxygen is an import- 
ant remedy to use by inhalation. It ts prop- 
erly a respiratory stimulant, and is, be- 
sides, a powerful antiseptic. 

In the second and third stages of pneu- 
monia few remedies can compare with ap- 
plication of molst heat, whisky and the in- 
halation of oxygen. The inhalation of 
oxygen should be continued for days, 
and even weeks, after the recovery, of 
the patient; until, indeed, the lungs have 
quite cleared up. Besides its excellent anih 
septic qualities it tones up the heart, im- 
proves the circulation, and builds up the 
nervous system. All through the first stage 
of pneumonia aconite and bryonia prove ex- 
cellent remedies; in the second stage bry- 
onia is still a good remedy, but to it shoulg 
be added phosphorus; and In young chiidren 
and old people, tartar emetic should also 
be given. During the third stage phos- 
phorus should still be given, but to this 
should be added sulphur. 

After recovery from pneumonia the pa- 
tlent should still receive the most nutri- 
tious of food, and every effort employed to 
build up his body. If possible to do so the 
individual who has had pneumonia should 
spend one year after recovery in a warm 
climate, and live out of doors 16 hours out 
of the 4. Those having an inherited tend- 
ency to tuberculosis should be particularly 
careful, because an attack of pneumonia 
is often the first step in the development 
of consumption. 


THE SURGICAL 
ANT OF BRAZIL. 


To native Brazilian, far removed, as 


he usually is, from doctors and sur- 
geons, depends upon a little ant to 
sew up his wounds when he is slashed or 
scratched. This odd creature is called the 
surgical ant, from the use to which it js put. 

The ant has two Strong hnippers on his 
head. They are his weapons for battie or 
forage. 

When a Brizilian has cut himself, for ex- 
ample, he picks up an ant, presses the nip- 
pers against the wound, one on each side 
and then gives the bug a Syueeze, The in- 
dignant insect snaps his nippers together, 
plercing the flesh and ringing the lacerated 
parts close together. he Brazilian at that 
moment gives the ant’s body a jerk and 
away it files, leaving the nippers embedded 
in the flesh. To be sure, that kills the ant 
but he has served his most useful purpose 
in life. The operation is repeated until the 
wound Is sewed up neatly and thoroughly.

There 
is a heart on each side of his body and his 
ribs intertwine and lie side by side, forming 
a bony trunk. He 1s, however, a contortion- 
ist and apparently is able to move his 
hearts up and down slightly. 

Ilia Gates, who died last month in On- 
tario, N. Y., had two hearts. She was 
never robust; the slightest exertion would 
prostrate her. She died suddenly while 
writing a letter, leaving a sentence unfin- 
ished. The post-mortem showed a small 
perfectly formed heart superimposed on a 
second heart, which must have been the 
true heart.

A County lives one of the unheralded 
wonders of the country. 

Living the simple life of a_ well-to-do 
mountain farmer, 
never sought notoriety, 


William Honshell has 

yet in his little 
world he is recognized as a strange char- 
acter. The people look upon him with awe, 
because he has the power of charming 
venomous snakes and bending their wills 
to his, 

From childhood Honshell has possessed 
this weird influence, and he has exercised 
it to such an extent that his neighbors look 
upon him as one possessed of an evil spirit. 
Hence he has become practically estranged 
from the world and lives the life of a re- 
cluse among his beloved companions, who 
prowl unmolested about his bachelor home. 


The Sunday Post-Dispatch correspondent 
had the honor of a visit to Henshell’'s home 
recently, and was thus enabled to substan- 
tlate the stories about him. 

He was found among his pets, sporting 
with them, evidently as well pleased with 
their antics as a chiid is with a litter of 
kittens. A monster copperhead, one of the 
most dangerous species in the mountains, 
was coiled around the neck and shoulders 
of its master, and seemed to be showing, 
only as a snake can, every evidence of affec- 
tion. The greenish head was rubbed lov- 
ingly against the man's cheek, the biunt 
tail meanwhile beating a gentile tattoo upon 
his shoulder. 

At the same time a rattlesnake, measur- 
ing at least five feet in length and num- 
bering fourteen rattles upon Its tail, was 
coiled in the man’s lap enjoying an after- 
noon siesta. All @bout the room were 


scores of reptiles, varying in size from six 
inches to as many feet, and they seemed 
to have perfect freedom of the apartment. 

They all retained their poisonous fangs. 
Honshell opened the mouths of the mon- 
ster rattler and copperhead and displayed 
the long, hooked fangs, fram which could 
be seen oozing the greenish poison that 
makes them so much dreaded.

him great pain. Charles W. Whitney, 4 
policeman of Chicago, who was injured in 
the famous Haymarket riots, could also 
exhibit his beating heart. A piece of a 
bomb had lodged in the outer coating of 
his heart. During the operation necessary 
to extract this Whitney saw his own heart 
beat. 

All hearts emit sounds of murz.urs; some- 
times these are audible without a stetho- 
scope. Edward Lewis of Chicago was 
known as the man with the musical heart. 
It was nearly three times the ordinary s'ze 
and the pulsations could be heard five feet 
away. The heart of John Fellon of Woon- 
socket, R. I., did not beat so loudly, but it 
was a record breaker for speed. Fighty 
strokes a minute is the average heart beat. 
Fellon’s heart at one time beat 240 a min- 
ute. Dr. Baxter, his physician, said that 
120 beats a minute was a high record. 


Little Sammy Lief, who was born at No. 
44 Willett street, New York, came into the 
world the color of a robin’s egg. He had 
cyanosis. That is, his heart was malformed 
so that much of his blood was not pro- 
jected through his lungs. The lack of ox- 
idation caused the poor youngster to turn 
blue, but he grew white in t'me. “Bicycle 
heart” is another freaky condition of the 

ost important human organ. 

As for the people who have had foreign 
bodies in their hearts, their name is legion. 
In Bellevue Medical Muscum is a heart in 
which a sec of false tecth are embedded. 
The woman who owned the heart swallow- 
ed her toothplate one day. It lodged in the 
esophagus, through which it ulcerated in- 
to the pericardium and caused death. 

In the records of the New York Academy 
of Medicine is the case of a man who tried 
to commit suicide by driving two darning 
needles into hie heart by means of a file. 
The man pushed the needies—each 2% 
inches long—into his heart as far as he 
could. Then he pushed them the rest of 
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the way with the file. The needles weré 
extracted. Only one had reached the 
heart. The point. was embedded tn the 
outer wall, and as the heart beat the needle 
arose and fell with it, pushing the skin of 
the breast up and down with every pulea- 
tion. The man recovered. The same con- 
dition happened to a boy by accident tn a 
Canadian almshouse. In leaning out of a 
wincow a needle in the boy’s jacket was 
pushed Into his breast. 


There is a historical case of a boy who 
shot a wooden rammer from a toy cannon 
into his heart and afterward walked home 
and lived for weeks. He experienced no 
pain and even took walke, but after five 
weeks and two days he suddenly died. At 
the autopsy the stick—about three inches 
long. and as thick as a lead pencil, was 
found lying crosswise in the cavity of the 
heart. Strangest fact of all, there was 
found no mark on the organ itself to show 
where the stick entered. 

It would seem that dozens of civil war 
veterans had lived for years with bullets 
in their hearts. A more recent case js that 
of Max Suesskind, who was operated upon 
in St. Mark's Hospital, New York, for the 
removal of a bullet which had lain tn his 
heart for eight years. 

He had been shot tn the neck and the ball 
worked its way down and lodged in the out- 
er wall of the heart. It gave him no trouble 
for years. Then it started downward and 
lodged in the abdomen. After the operation 
Suesskind did well for three days. Then 
peritonitis set in and he died. 

Would you like to know the exact size of 
your heart? Close your hand and you will 
have it. In every normal person, says Dr. 
H. P. Loomis of the New York Hospital the 
heart is just the size of the clenched fist. 

You may be able by this test to under- 
stand why certain persons are able to sus- 
tain fatigue—why others are weak. Lincoln 
was a great example of the truth of his 
parallel; his hands were immense and so 
was his strength.

This is how it 
came about, told in his own words, an it 
is all true: 

“We started out to raise sheep and hogs 
the same as other ranchers, but the bears 
killed them faster than we could raise 
them. 

“The bears ate up more of our stock 
and all of our profit, and there Was no way 
of getting shut of then with so much waste 
land about. The bears were the best crop 
every vear, so I made up my mind that 
they would have to pay thelr own kKeep.’’ 

Bog Bowman is known by his fame as a 
hunter of bear to every sportsman in north- 
ern California, and any sportsman who Is 
so lucky as to receive an invitation to visit 
the Bowman ranch in the autumn or win- 
ter, when the animal “‘cleaning out” occurs, 
has tales to tell all the rest of his days 
of “Bowman's bear ranch.” ' 

Ten miles from Laytcnville, Bog says 
his cabin is, but it is ten miles as the crow 
flies, not by the up-and-down road a horse 
walks. 

Away back in the forties the Bowmans 
cressed the death-trailed plains, a young 
from Missouri. When the goid 
hunters came, Bowman opened a tavern at 
the ford of the Sacramen:o River, where 
the city stands to-day, and here nine chil- 
dren were born. It was the first outposa, 
of civilization which the returning miner 
came upon, and it was not infrequent that 
the Bowmans took in a hundred dollars in 
the morning before the children had eaten 
their breakfast, all in gold dust at $16 an 
ounce. It was Mrs. Bowman who aa- 
swered with the rowboat the miner’s sum- 
mons from the opposite bank of ‘“Ho- 
Ferry,”’ and it was she who cooked the 
almost priceless vegetables carried 
around the Horn In tins, and sold to the 
miners for an amount gauged by the num- 
ber of tins remaining in the larder. 

Finally Bowman died—a drunkard, they 
say—and his wife sold out the place. Tak- 
ing her children, she moved up into the 
fertile hills of Humboldt County and made 
a home. The Indians came and burned her 
house and barn and dtove off her cattle, 
but she never bent her head to fate. 
Wounded in the thigh, with her children, 
the older ones leading and carrying the 
younger ones and a babe of 3 months in 
her arms, she kept her pursuers at bay 
with her rifle, and covered her retreat to 
the nearest neighbor, fiVe miles to the 
south. It was the last outbreak of the 
Indians, but it cost Mrs. Bowman her all, 
and the Federal Government is stili deny- 
ing her claim for reimbursement. 

She moved farther south into Mendocino 
County and took up her present home, 
which, with the children’s ald, she has 
managed to make support them. 

There were so many bears on the ridge 
that they ate the sheep and hogs and 
even the chickens, and the brave woman 
watched her own brood that none of them 
were *carried away by the beasts. The 
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children have all 
to homes of their 
Mary.

Interurban Lines a Recent Improvement in 
Transportation and Three Important 
Lines Have Been Constructed 
Near St. Louis Territory.

Interurban electric roads in Missouri con- Bartonville and Bismarck. South Barton-

An interurban electric road in Kansas 
connects Kansas City, Kan., with Leaven- 
worth. 

The Kansas City and Leavenworth line 
is the latest one to be completed. Its length 
is 294 miles. The line runs parallel] to the 
Kansas City and & Northwestern Railroad 
from Kansas City, Kan., to Vance, a dis- 
tance of eight miles; then crosses that line 
and strikes across the country to a point 
just south of the village of Conner. From 
there the line runs parallel to the Missouri 
Pacific almost to Leavenworth Junction. 
It then passes westward to Lansing and 
through that city to the Soldier’s Home, 
Leavenworth and Fort Leavenworth. It 
therefore comes in contact with two steam 
roads. 

It is the intention to carry freight be- 
tween Kansas City and Leavenworth 2 
night, providing an outlet cheaper than 
the steam roads for the Leavenworth fac- 
tories. Coal traffic is also expected. Later 
on it is the {intention to carry country pro- 
duce, the line passing through a rich farm- 
ing and fruit-growing country. As there 
are sights worth seeing around Leaven- 
worth, it is the expectation that profitable 
passenger traffic can be attracted from 
among people arriving at Kanea’s City with 
a few days to spare for sight-seeing. 

It is a single track road. The most of 
the grades are less than 3 per cent. The 
company owns six combination coaches, 
with smoking compartments, four combi- 
nation express and paseenger coaches, 1 
freight cars and one 35-ton locomotive. 
The cars were built by the American Car 
Co. of St. Louis. There will soon be put 
on 20 more of the same kind of cars. The 
bodies of the cars are 31 feet 8 inches long 
over the corner posts, the cars being 41 
feet over the bumpers. The width over 
the siil plates is 8 feet 5 inches and the 
height to the trolley board is 12 feet 4% 
finches. The weight of one of the cars 
complete is about 42,000 pounds. 

The inside is furnished in plain cherry 
rubbed to a high polish. The ceiling is of 
birch veneer. There are twin decors at the 
ends and between the two compartments. 
The vestibules are semi-circular and have 
drop sash and folding doors. Plate glass is 
used throughout the cay. Electric heaters 
are in all compartments and in the vesti- 
bules. 

The Peoria and Pekin Terniinal Railway is 
unique anong railréads. It combines under 
one management a street railway, an in- 
interurban rai!way and a steam railroad, 
all using the same tracks in common. The 
tWo cities are ten miles apart. The line 
runs over a private right of way. The 
interurban part of the road commences at 
the curve at South Peoria and after cross- 
ing the Chicago, Burlington & Quincey and 
the Illinois Central tracks passes over a 
bridge at Kickapoo Creek, near w whic h the 


ville is the center of the read. 

Between Hollis and Pekin, crossing the 
Illinois River valley, heavy construction 
work was necessary. At Hollis, the maxi- 
mum curve, two degrees, and the maximum 
‘grade, 9 per cent, is on an 18-foot em- 


embankment. On this embankment about’ 


80,000 cubic yards of earth were moved to 
build one and three-quarters mile of road. 
The road crosses the Illinois River at this 
point on a draw bridge. The bridge con- 
sists of four fixed spans of 15 feet each 
and a draw span of 380 feet. 

The electrical connection across’. the 
bridge is made by means of iron armored 
cable, laid on the bed of the river, and in 
order to prevent making a joint in the cable 
under water, a separate cable is run from 
the shore to the middle pier, which feeds 
the length of trolley wire on the draw 
span. 

The rolling stock of the company presents 
considerable variety. There are ten 50-foot 
trolley cars, fifty 40-tor coal cars, five 
box cars, ten fiat cars, five miscellaneous 
cars and five 60-ton Rogers locomotives. 
The motor cars used for passenger service 
were built by tre American Car Co. They 
are 43 feet 6 inches long over all and have 
a seating capacity of forty-four passengers. 
They are divided into a baggage rovim, a 
smoking compartment and the main body 
of the ear. The interior finish of all the 
compartments is solid cherry. The bag- 
gage campartment is in the front of the 
cars and occupies a space about ten feet 
long. In this compartment is also con- 
tained all the controlling apparatus for op- 
erating the car, including the motor con- 
troller, power brake, hand brake, foot gong, 
air whistle, automatic compressed air 
switch and handles for opening and closing 
the gates to the rear platform. The mo- 
torman is stationed in this compartment. 
The smoking compartment has a seating 
eavacity for twelve. The usual passenger 
train consists of a motor car and a trailer, 
Both are combination cars, the windows of 
which are removable, converting them into 
open cars for summer travel. The total 
seating capacity is forty-eight. 

The front of the motor car is equipped 
with a pilot, or cowcatcher, the same end 
always remaining the front because of 
loops at each end of the road. A regular 
Jocomotive headlight is set above the cow- 
catcher and on the rear end of the train 
red and green oil tail lights are carried, 
the same as in steam railroad operation. 
The gates with which the rear platforms 
are provided form a safety device. They 
open in the center and swing outward, and 
are set at the outside edge of the step, 
flush with, the side of the car, making it 
impossible for passengers to jump on or 
off the car until the gates are open. These 
gates cannot be opened except from the 
front of the car and are under the ex- 
clusive control of the motorman, who opens 
and closes them and locks them in either 
position by means of a crank h: andle in the 
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front of the car. When the car stops the 
motorman opens these gates, 
gets the signal to start he closes them be- 
fore starting the car. 

The company has both a telephone and @

The freight traffic comes from man-

The through fare from Peoria to Pekin is 
15 cents, and it is expected that after the 
road is in complete operation very few 
cash fares will be collected on the cars, 
as outside of the city limits the cars will 
stop only at the regular stations, at all 
of which except the flag stations ticket 
agents will be stationed. 

An inter-urban line 30 miles long connects 
the mining cities of Galena, Joplin, Webb 
City, Carterville and Carthage. It is op- 
erated by the Southwest Missouri Electric 
Railway Company. The cars run very fast. 
Everything is carried on the line, which 
means mail and freight and baggage and 
passengers and anything which is carried 
by steam roads. The express car is simi- 
lar to express cars on steam roads. There 
are open and closed passenger cars. 

Minneapolis and St. Paul are conencted 
by a line about 12 miles long. 

Kansas City and Independence are con- 
nected by a line: 10 miles long. 

Probably the longest inter- urban road in 


this group of States is the one connecting 


Cincinnati and Dayton, about ™ miles. 


There are two lines in operation by one 


company between Belleville and East St. 


Ieuis, each 15 miles. No fre'ght or ex- 
press is' carried. A line has just been 
completed connecting French Village and 


Collinsville. -Lines are projected to Alton, 


Edwardsville and other places on the east 
side and to Fenton in St. Louis County. 

In the East, inter-urban electric lines are 
in a more advanced. gtage. Jane Lindsay, 
the champion bicycle century rider, has 
just completed a trolley ride of 1108 miles 
in 112 hours and 2% minutes of time spent 
on the electric cars. The route was from 
Paterson, N. J., througn six States to Bus- 
ton, Mass., Nashua, N. H., Providence, R 
I., Newport, R. L, Fail River and across 
Massachusetts and Connecticut back to 
New York. 

In nickeis and dimes she paid to con- 
cuctors $12.08. She slept on trolley cars, ate 
her meals while rattling along at the rate 
of 20 miles an hour and the only thing she 
missed was a pa‘r of curling tohgs. 

The longest continuous trolley route was 


from West Warren to Boston, 100 miles. 
The distance traveled by other means of 
conveyance, filling in links where no trolley 
runs, was 4 miles. ‘Phe longest ride for 
> cents was in New York City, 13 miles. 

This is the longest continuous trolley 
ride ever taken. 

She broke the trolley record from New 
York to Boston of 49 hours by covering 
the distance in 47% hours on the road, 2 
hours and & minutes of which was spent 
on the cars. 


The inter-urban roads, so far, are electric 
railways. As the name implies they con- 


nect cities The distance is usually not 


greater than 2 miles, but the connection 
of two cities is only the beginning, the 
first link of a chain of inter-urban lines. 
Already there is a line in Illinois connect- 
ing two @ ties and several small places and 
one in Missouri connecting five cities. 
Where these inter-urban lines have been 


established the railroads have gone, prac- 


tically, out of the local passenger business, 


They have taken off lecal accommodation 


trains amd have confessed that they could 
not compete with inter- urban electric lines, 


} 


People prefer them ¢o the railroads because 
it is more pleasant to ride on them, be- 
cause the fare is cheaper and because of 
the frequent intervals at which they run. 

An inter-urban electric car !s very much 
Fike an urban electric car or a suburban 
electric car. It is generally larger than the 
cars seen in St. Lovis and is built more 
substantially and more handsomely. It is 
built for high speed. Some of them are 
ccmbination passenger and express or 
freight cars, one end being partitioned off 
for the carriage of freight or express. The 
cars, in view of the speed at which they are 
expected to travel, are equipped with 
things which are unknown on city cars. 
They have air brakes and improved hand 
brakes, and many of them have electric 
headlights, which throw a beam a mile 
ahead of the car, and give better warning 
than gong or whistle at night of the ap- 
proach of the car. Some of them, also, 
have air whistles, which are not as loud 
as steam whistles, but which make enough 
noise to be heard a safe distance. Nearly 
all of them are built by St. Louls com- 
panies.

S LL. D.—‘*‘Deacon” White, as he is 
called in Wall street—financier, as- 
tronomer, poet and Iitterateur, has written 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch the accoun: 
which follows of his early experience as a 
reporter. 

Famous as he is in finance, few — 
know how brilliant are the other tacets 
of his character. He is best Sr for the 
most dramatic episode in his varied career— 
his unsuccessful attempt in 1891 to ‘“‘corner” 
corn, followed by whai seemed irretrievable 
ruin. 

He appealed for the confidence of his 
creditors and of investors. His old mastery 
of the Wall street game reasserted itself 
and within a short time he had made $1,- 
600,000, enriched those who had entrusted 
their funds to him and paid off debts for 
which he was not legally accountable. 

His researches in astronomy have won 
for him the respectful consideration of sa- 
vants and the degree of LL. D. 

Meanwhile he has found time to indulge 
@ rare scholarly taste in exercises of the 
higher literature. His translation of ‘Dies 
Irae” is a remarkable piece of work, and 
several of his fugitive poems betray gifts 
of imagination and expression. He is a na- 
tive of North Carolina, but began life in 
St. Louis, where he was admitted to the 
bar. It was in St. Lopis that he had the 
newspaper experience here described by 
himself: 

“I was connected with the Missouri Demo- 
crat as a writer in the years 1854, 1855 and 
%6. Afterward it was consolidated with 
_the St, Louls Globe under the name of 
Gilobe-Democrat. 

“In my time B. Gratz Brown was its ed- 
itor. He afterward became a United States 
Senator and was a candidate for Vice- 
President on the Horace Greeley ticket. 

“One of the principal stackhokiers largely 
controlling the paper’s policy was Frank 
P. Blair, afterward the gallant Union Gen- | 
eral, and also candidate in 1868 for Vice- 
President with Seymour. 

“There was no city telegraph in nape 
days and picking up items for the paper 
was much a matter of luck. 

“Most of my reporting was giving the 
substance of public speeches and lectures 
I several times reparted Thomas H. Be nton, 
“Old Bullion” he was generally called. and 
I also reported @ series of lectures by Wii- 
liam Makepeace Thackeray, including his 
‘Four Georges.’

ROM 1865 to 1859 I completely baffled 

f the poiice, by constantly moving 

about from town to town, but in the 
latter year I was foolish enough to 
visit Leeds, which is my native town, and 
where I am only too well known. Here l 
got convicted and imprisoned for five 
months, without any previcus convictions 
being found out against me.. I was not so 
lucky the next time, for I got twelve 
months for burglary. It was during this 
term that the prison officials bowled me 
out, found my real name, and obtained my 
record from Scotland Yard. And now the 
five months and this twelve months were 
added to that fatal record which was 
destined to turn up again and aga‘n later 
on. 

“The next time I was arrested, it was for 
stealing 700 yards of cloth from the Low 
Fold Mills. l received a Sentence of 
twelve months for this, and it was during 
this period that I made my first attempt 
to escape from prison. 

I took it into my head to try to escape, 
but first to steal the box in Which was 
kept all the money, watches and personal 
belongings of the prisoners. There were 
a few things in that chest belonging to me. 
Leeds prison consists of three wings, and 
at a certain spot—near the dour leading in- 
to the prison—is an office called the “glass 
office,”’. from its having a great deal of 
glass about it. From this office the chief 
warder, who mostly occupied it, could see 
down each wing at once. It was in this 
office that the box was Kept. 

My intention was to get the contents of 
this box, and then escape. To this end 
one night I let down a small trap door 
throug! whic h my food was passed, put 
my arm out and with a bit of wire picked 
the lock. I peeped out cautious.y to see 
where the watchman was, knowing that 
when he was in one wing he could not see 
me in another. I made my way toward 
some spiral stairs, near the glass office. I 
hed something ready with me to pick the 
lock of the office door. I was on the top 
landing, and on my way down the siairs 
the watchman turned his face .n my d@- 
rection and saw me. He shoutetd and 
raised an alarm. 

I made a rush to reach my cell, and had 
I been successfu) in doing so could have 
locked myself in and gone to bed, and it 
is a hundred chances to one but that I 
should have been safe from discovery.

However, as I was running along one of 


the landings I had to pass the bedroom if 


che of the principal warders, and, having 
been roused by the watchman’s shouting, 
he ran out, dressed only in his night-shirt 

just as I was at his door, and so I was 
caught. 

Kor attempting to escape I received 
twenty-four lashes with the ea, 

Some time afterwards I got into corre- 
spondence with a young woman whom I 
Knew, and who was also in prison at the 
same time I was. She was not the one who 
subsequently became my wife, This is an- 
other incident altogether. Wishing to let her 
Know what new trouble I had got into, I 
wrotea ‘‘*stift’’ (letter), and gota man work- 
ing in the exercise yard to throw it over 
into the female prisoners’ exercise yard ad- 
joining. In this “‘stiff’’ I told her that I ex- 
pected to get seven years, and that I didn't 
intend to do it. The man threw the “stiff 
over the wall; but it fell into the hands of 
a matron, who took it to the Governor. 

As 1 had rightly surmised, 1 received a 
fresh sentence of seven years’ penal servi- 
tude. The Governor, Knowing a lIi'tle of 
my character, and afraid that I should try 
to escape, put me in one of the strongest 
cells of the prison, ordered a light to be 
kept in my cell all night, so that the watch- 
man could Keep looking in to make sure 
that I was in bed; in addition, I had to put 
mv chothes out at night, and, lest I might 
make use of any tools, ropes, e:c., that are 
used in prison, he would give me no em- 
ployment. l had also to take my hour's 
exercise in a small yard by myself, so that 
I should not get into contact with any oth- 
er prisoners. A principal warder was in- 
structed to go into my cell every time I 
went to exercise and examine the door, etc. 
All this on the part of the Governor, 
coupled with a threat of what he would do 
if I attempted to escape, made me deter- 
mined to try it. 

The door of the cell and all the heads 
of the bolts and screws were painted black; 
the door was lined inside with sheetiron, 
through which passed large, round-headed 
bolts. There was a long bar of tron fas- 
tened to a swivel on the outside of one 
doorpost, and at night it Was stretched 
across the door and fitted into a hasp in the 
center of the door, and into another In,the 
opposite doorpost. i 

Every prisoner is supplied with work of 
some kind. As a rule, it may be some work 
which requires tools, such as a hammer 
knife, or so on; or ft may be oakum-picking. 
To give me any such tools was out of the 
question, and even aakum-picking might 
enable me to make a rope with which to

scale the wall, so they would not give me 


that either to do. I was therefore kept @ 


fortnight without work of any kind. At the 
end of that time the Governor hit upon 
what he thought was harmless work. One 
day the chief warder asked me if I would 
like to do a little tailoring. I replied ‘‘yes,’’ 
and in a short time he brought me needie 
and thread, a good-sized pair of scissors, 
also some cloth, and instructed me to make 
a vest. In less than five minutes after his 
departure I was drilling a hole through the 
iron sheets on the door with the scissors, 
in order to get at the lowk. There was at 
that time a stout iron’ wire around the tops 
of the tins used for containing the dinner; 
one of these wires I took out and bent In 
such a way that by putting it through the 
hole I had made I could pick the lock. I 
have said fhere were bolts through the sheet 
iron on the door, and that these bolts had 
large round heads painted black; I have 
also said that one of the chief warders went 
round the cells every day to examine the 
doors—at least, he came to my door each 
day. 

To continue my preparations for escape, I 
had some difficult work yet before me. It 
was necessary for me to hide the hole I had 
made, so I managed to obtain some shoe- 
maker’s wax from a fellow-prisoner who 
was shoemaking; this I put over the hole 
and shaped it to resemble the black head 
of a bolt. I could, of course, take it off 
and put it on at pleasure. My next care was 
to dispose of the fron bar outside the cell 
door. This reached from one doorpost to 
the other, but was only fixed up at night. It 
and all its connections were painted Diack. 

Protestant and Romar Catholic prisoners 
go io service at different times. Whilst one 
lot was at chapel the wards were left pretty 
quiet for about half an hour. At these times 
I would pick my lock, and after peeping out 
to see if the coast was clear, I would do @ 
little towards the object In view, The bar 
aitachments were all let into the wood- 
work—square plates of iron fastened wiih 
four screws. With the point ® the scis- 
sors I took out one screw from the plate 
rubbed away some of the worm, and put it 
back. afterwards serving the one from the 
opposite corner in the same way, leaving 
just sufficient worm on them to keep the 
bar in {ts place. By a good pull, however, 
they would come out easily. I served all the 
plates in the same way. The screws from 
the opposite corners I took out and threw 
away, filling the holes with wax and nick- 
ing across with my thumbnall to represent 
the screwhead. I could now pick the lock 
and pull the door toward me, though every- 
thing would have fallen to the ground, and 
the nolse would rouse the watchman. To 
prevent this I bored a hole through each 
doorpost to the inside of the pilates that 
held the bar. I then took off the plates, and 
put a little twisted thread through the hole 
in the doorposts. I fastened one end of the 
string to the inside of the plates, then put 
it on again. The other end I concealed In 
a groove cut In the doorpost inside my cell 
I could now pick the lock, take the ends of 
the atrings in my hand, pull the door to- 
wards me, when it would leave the bar and 


all its weighty attachment dangling out- 
side. 

I was not ready, however, to go yet. I 
wanted a rope. To make this, which had to 
be about 80 feet long so as to reach from 
the top of the building to the bottom, I 
took the hair from my mattress and twisted 
it into a rope. I could only do a little at 
a time, and had to keep it sewn up in my 
mattress. I also made a scaling ladder to 
take me over the wall. 

Il was about six weeks getting everything 
ready. At last. one Sunday night, I deter- 
mined to take my departure. I have said 
previously that my clothes were always put 
outside my cell door at night. 1 dare not 
take them up, but could not go naked. To 
meet this difficulty I made a palr of trous- 
ers from a dark-brown rug that formed part 
of my bed covering; and as all my hair and 
whiskers were cropped as close as scissors 
could crop them, I made a wig from the 
same material as I made the rope, dyeing 
it with the ink I got to write a letter with. 

About 11 o'clock on Whit-Gunday, 1871, I 
pulled down my gaspipe, bent it into the 
shape of a hook, and fastened it to one end 
of my scaling ladder, to hook on the top of 
the wa}hl when I threw it up. All being 
ready, and a dummy in my bed. I peeped 
out. lowked the door, replaced the bar and 
all its fixtures, 

In the next wing I had a friend who was 
convicted for seven years at the same time 
as myself. I thought I would take him away 
with me. Dodging the watchman I reached 
my friend's cell. His clothes were also out- 
side; they had no suspicion upon him, how- 
ever, and he was not aware I was coming. 
I kept the secre: of my attempt to escape 
to myself. I found him in bed and asleep, I 
picked the lock of his cell and roused him. 
There was a filght of steps not far from his 
cell. 1 told bim to leave his clothes at his 
cell door and run to the top of the stairs, 
which he did: I then secured his cell door 
and followed him. 

On this landing there was a cell with @ 
trap door leading to the roof. This trap 
door was fastened by a large padlock. This 
I unlocked, and we mounted the steps, got 
through Into the place under the slates 
some of which we soon removed, and found | 
ourselves outside, delighted to see the stars 
above our beads. To make @ long story 
short. we let ourselves down with some lit- 
tle difficulty, then dod@ed the watehman _ 
in the yard, and got over the wall into the 
Governor's garden. It waa not the Gardea 
of Eden: but there we were. My friend 
had all his balr and whiskers off, and, from 
the dust and dirt In the roof, we were as 
black as a sweep. He had nothing on but 
his shirt, and I bad only, In addition to my 
shirt, the trousers I bad made from the 
bed covering. 

We could not go on like that. It was 2 
o’Aock in the morning of Whit-Mondey. 
There was only one way that I could see. 
to get clothes, and that was to steal then, 
ao, leaving my friends in the garden, | 
went to a house not far from the prison 
and broke into it, getting enough clothes 
for both.

OUR Republicans of Illinois, all of 
F them comparatively young men, are 
traveling about through the State 
seeking the nomination for Governor. They 
are Elbridge G. Hancey of Chicago, Walter 
Reeves of Streator, Orrin N. Carter of Chi- 
cago and Richard Yates of Jacksonville. 
Each has enjoyed past experience in public 
life and been honored by the Republican 
party. They speak from the same plat- 
form, shake hands with the same people. 
All admire and support President’ McKin- 
ley; all will give loyal support to the-na- 
tional platform to be adopted at Philadel- 
phia in June. The really distinctive dif- 
ferences between their platforms Is to be 
found in their standing on local issues, or 
their support or non-support by what is 
termed the ‘“‘State and Cook County party 
machine.”’ Personal abuse has not been 
indulged in during their competition, cor- 
dial personal relations exist and will prob- 
ably continue to exist between the four. 
Outside of gaining their own political aim 
the only good that will result from the 
campaign will be that it is educating the 
people up to the importance of primary 
elections. 

Orrin N. Carter, Judge of the Court of 
Cook County, is making his campaign for 
Governor upon the platform of free pri- 
maries--an unmolested expression of the 
will of the people at the primary polls next 
May.

The 
Judge has been a fearless fighter all his life. 
In Illinois as a public man he has stood 
for a great many things that the pedple 
believed in. He has been an advocate of 
tax reform in Cook@County, of a new 
revenue law, of civil service, of honest 
primaries—an opponent of boodling office- 
holders and a supporter of pure puwd.lc men. 
His own life has been as blameless as that 
of a child, and he bears the respect of 
thousads of Democrats as well as Republi-

“‘ivery member of a party, whatever po- 
sition he may occupy in that party, has a 
perfect right at any time to state wnom he 
favors primary, and he has further 
undoubted right to use all fair means to 
persuade other members of hw party to 
accept his views.

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He Was Expelled from the City 
Council for Talking About the 
‘Mayor and Other Aldermen, But 
ls a Candidate for Re-Election 
and Almost Certain of Success. 


T tofore known in the history of mu- 
t.icipalities. William Lami was expelled 
from the Belleville City Council for talking 
about the Mayor and some of the other 
Aldermen. He is going to be a candidate 
for re-election, and it is regarded es a cer- 
tainty that he will be re-elected and sent 
back to the body which has expelled him. 

The Belleville City Council has a way of 
doing funny things. It contributes much 
to the gaiety of the nations. Most of the 
members worry along without any knowl- 
edge of parliamentary procedure and have 
only a nodding acquaintance with the kn- 
glish language. The meetings of the Coun- 
cil are sometimes spoken of as perform- 
a@uces and there are people who attend the 
. @eetings with some regularity just to be 
amused, 

A little less than a year ago William 
' Lami was elected to represent the Third 
Ward of the city in the City Council. He 
Was a young coal miner, who had not much 
experience in deliberative bodies, but he 
had strong opinions, and the members of 
the Socialist Labor party, with which he 
was affiliated, thought he was about the 
best of their number to make laws. They 
nominated him and worked commendably 
for his election and he was elected. 

Until the 13th of last month Mr. Lami 
had done nothing which particularly dis- 
tinguished him from the other members, 
except that he was a stickler for order, 
There is no attempt to have orderly pro- 
cedure in the Belleville City Council and 
Lami's points of order disconceried some 
of the other members vastly.

His canui- 
dacy has introduced a great deal of color 
inta the campaign, although the dally pa- 
pers do not reveal by half the fun that 
Mr. Yates is having fn various parts of the 
State. Disowned long ago by the machine 
of Gov.

The next day Lami was fined for dis- 
turbing the peace. A few days later he 
went to the Mayor's office and apologized 
for his conduct. The apology was accept- 
ed, and it was supposed that the incident 
was closed. But at the following meeting 
of the Council, which wes held on the 
Ivih, a resolution was offered expelling 
Lami. It was adopted and Lami was ex- 
pelied from his seat in the body. Before 
the vote was taken Lami was given a 
chance to say why judgment should not 
be pronounced upon him. He asked: 

“Mayor, was I right in my point of order, 
or was you right?’ 

The Mayor made no reply. 

“Mayor,” persisted Lami, 
this racket anyway?” 

The Mayor was still silent and Lami sat 
down. 

The resolution of expulsion cited as the 
reason for the action ‘the obstreperous con- 
duct of Lami at the Council meeting, but 
the members freely admitted thdt the real 
cause for the expulsion was that Lem! had 
been guilty of lese majeste in that he had 
spoken witil the greatest disrespect of the 
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able, he now appears in the political arena 
as a thorn which is causing them not only 
annoyance but pain. If not nominated, 
Mr. Yates feels that he will have had a 
satisfactory time in proving his independ- 
ence and at the same time aiding in the ef- 
fort to defeat his foes. 

He secured instructed delegates for Mc- 
Kinley from Morgan County to the State 
Convention in 1896, and he went to the State

Although 
the Cullom-Tanner fight was terrific, we 
calmly and patiently went from house to 
house, and the result shows—ten votes for 
Yates.”’ He is nothing if not picturesque. 
He tells stories, indulges in witty sayings, 
does not attempt .to stand upon the past 
repuiation of h's father, but upon the 
merit of his own abilities. He ran for 
Congressman-at-large once, and made a 
campaign that woke the State frém the 
Wisconsin line to Missouri. Here is his 
claim to the position, as written by him- 
self: 


“If you want a man that will fight come 
to old Morgan (county) and get Dick 
Yates. I was never more serious in my 
life than now in making this contest. I 
am really the only candidate from the 
country, for two of the others come from 
the narrow corner of Coook County, and 
a third lives so near to Chicago that his 
place of residence might as well be called 
a suburb of that city.’’ 

Walter Reeves, Congressman of Streator,

pie of Streator and vicinity 
entitied. He has literaiily grown 
Streator and its neighborhood, and the 
methods he has used to make himself a 
successful lawyer and Congressman are be- 
ing pursued in the battle for the guberna- 
torial nomination. Mr. Reeves does not 
say as much as his three opponents, but 
that is no evidence that his campaigning 
is not effective. Like Yates, he does not 
enjoy the personal love of Gov. Tanner, and 
he appears to have thrived without it. 

A man in Streator was once asked what 
the chief strength of Reeves was in a cam- 
paign—why he was always so closéiy con- 
sulted by party leaders and yet appeared 
but little as a stump speaker or shouter. 
He answered: ‘‘Well. Reeves don’t say 
much, but he figures, and he can figure in 
a back room better than any man I ever 
knew. His calculations always come out 
just right, so the boys have got into the 
habit of meeting him in a back room and 
watching him figure. Then they take the 
totals away and after a while the majority 
comes in. He’s quiet, Walifer is, but he cal- 
culates. He knows more about political 
arithmetic in these parts than any man 
that ever showed up here since O'Connor 
went to California for his healthb.’’ This 
is one of the reasons why the Reeves cam- 
paign is the quiet one of all four and why 
there appears to be less advertising of what 
the Congressman is doing than there ia of 
his three rivals. Here is his plea for the 
nomination: 


“I have been a consistent supporter of 
Republican principles aN of my life. The 
people of my district are unanimously in 
favor of my nomination for the Governor- 
ship.- I have not made my canvass along 
the lines of any one district, but for the 
whole State. The issues which the party 
will. ra'se nationally this year demand that 
the candidate for Governor on the Repubii- 
oan ticket shall be in full accord with what

and the other Councilmen, or some 
cf .them, had called them boodlers and 
other bad names. 

A few dzys later there was consternation 
in the canmyp of Lami’s enemies. . It was 
given out that the Socialists of the Third 
Ward considered that Lami had been treat- 
ed badly and persecuted for his opinions, 
and that they would stand by him and 
vindicate him even to the extent of nom!i- 
nating him again for the office and elect- 
ing him. 

A weck ago the Socialists met at the 
engine-house hall in the West End. Lami 
was there and told just how it happened. 
His constituents agrecd that he was al- 
together right and the Mayor and the City 
Council were ajitogether wrong. They 
adopted resolutions to that effect aud 
pledged themselves to nominate him again 
and work for his re-election. 

As the regular spring election will soon be 
held no special election will be held to fill 
the vacancy caused by the expulsion of 
Lami. The expelled man will be a candi- 
date for re-election at the regular election. 
The. Socialists are roused and thirsting for 
a chance to vindicate their man. No doubt 
is entertained that they will re-elect Lami 
by a good round majority. 

The protability of this happening has 
cAused inquiry to be made as to what 
would be the status of Lami in the event 
of being elected again. Some of the mem- 
bers of the Council incline to the belief 
that he can be expelled over again for the 
offenses committed whi'le serving his first 
term. The general belief, though, is that 
he cannot be expelled unless he does some- 
thing to warrant it after being elected 
again. The view is that Lami, who will 
then have a seat jin the Council, will not 
be the same Lami, in a legal sense, as was 
expelled before. So that if Lami js re- 
e.ected it is probable that he will hold his 
seat unless he forgets himself and says 
things about the Mayor and the other 
members egain. 

Lami is 27 years old and unmarried. 
is a coal miner. He lives with his parents 
on Fast street, in the part of Belleville 
which is called Picasant Hill. Besides be- 
ing a leading member of the Socialist Labor 
party he ts an officer of a soctal and 
benevolent club and has a considerable 
fc lowing. 

It is admitted that there is no law against 
a member of the City Council talking about 
the Mayor and abcut other members of 
the Council, and that this is nowhere de- 
fined as an offense meriting expulsion, but 
the City Council of Belleville is equal to 
the task of meeting any emergency for 
which provision has not been made. Lam!
